(b.1) in the case of a registrant who is acting as a portfolio manager in respect of a transaction made in accordance with 
subsection 4.1 (4) of National Instrument 81-102 Mutual Funds; or 


3. Form 15 of the Regulation is revoked and the following substituted:

Securities Act 


Item 1 — Price of Securities on Sale or Redemption:

INTERPRETATION AND EXEMPTIONS 


Definition of “care home” 


1. (1) One or more rental units that form part of a residential complex are care homes for the purpose of the definition of 
“care home” in subsection 2 (1) of the Act if the rental units are occupied or intended to be occupied by persons for the 
purpose of receiving care services, whether or not receiving the care services is the primary purpose of the occupancy. 


(2) Subsection (1) applies even if a third party rents the rental unit from the landlord and provides or arranges to provide 
both the rental unit and care services to the tenant. 


Definition of “care services” 


2. (1) As part of health care services, rehabilitative services, therapeutic services and services that provide assistance with 
the activities of daily living, the following are included in the definition of “care services” in subsection 2 (1) of the Act: 


1. Nursing care. 

Administration and supervision of medication prescribed by a medical doctor. 
Assistance with feeding. 

Bathing assistance. 

Incontinence care. 

Dressing assistance. 


Assistance with personal hygiene.

(2) The following services are included in the definition of “care services” in subsection 2 (1) of the Act if they are 
provided along with any service set out in subsection (1): 


1. Recreational or social activities.

4. Assistance with transportation. 
Definition of “tenant” 


3. (1) Ifa tenant of a rental unit dies and the rental unit is the principal residence of the spouse of that tenant, the spouse is 
included in the definition of “tenant” in subsection 2 (1) of the Act unless the spouse vacates the unit within the 30-day 
period described in subsection 91 (1) of the Act. 


(2) If a tenant vacates a rental unit without giving a notice of termination under the Act and without entering into an 
agreement to terminate the tenancy, and the rental unit is the principal residence of the spouse of that tenant, the spouse is 
included in the definition of “tenant” in subsection 2 (1) of the Act. 


(3) Subsection (2) does not apply if any one or more of the following criteria are satisfied: 
1. The rental unit is in a building containing not more than three residential units and the landlord resides in the building. 
2. The spouse vacates the rental unit no later than 60 days after the tenant vacated the rental unit. 


3. The tenant who vacated the rental unit was not in arrears of rent and the spouse fails to advise the landlord, before an 
order is issued under section 100 of the Act, that he or she intends to remain in the rental unit. 
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4. The tenant who vacated the rental unit was in arrears of rent, the landlord gives the spouse a notice in a form approved 
by the Board within 45 days after the date the tenant vacated the unit, and the spouse fails, within 15 days after 
receiving the notice, 


i. to advise the landlord that he or she intends to remain in the rental unit, or 
ll. to agree in writing with the landlord to pay the arrears of rent. 


5. The tenant who vacated the rental unit was in arrears of rent, the landlord does not give the spouse a notice referred to 
in paragraph 4 within 45 days after the date the tenant vacated the unit, and the spouse fails, before an order is issued 
under section 100 of the Act,

li. to agree in writing with the landlord to pay the arrears of rent.

Rental unit in care home 
7. (1) Subsections 37 (4) and (5) of the Act do not apply to a rental unit in a care home if, 


(a) the rental unit is occupied for the purpose of receiving rehabilitative or therapeutic services agreed upon by the tenant 
and the landlord; 


(b) the period of occupancy agreed to by the tenant and the landlord is no more than four years; 


(c) the tenancy agreement stipulates that the tenancy may be terminated and the tenant evicted when the objectives of the 
services have been met or will not be met; and 


(d) the unit is subject to an agreement for the provision of housing services between the landlord and a service manager as 
defined in the Social Housing Reform Act, 2000. 


(2) If a landlord makes an application under subsection 77 (1) of the Act and the application is based on a notice or 
agreement to which, pursuant to subsection (1), subsections 37 (4) and (5) of the Act do not apply, the expression “the 
termination date specified in the agreement or notice” in subsection 77 (3) of the Act means the earlier of the following dates: 


1. The last day of the period of occupancy referred to in clause (1) (b). 


2. The day that is 60 days after the day the tenant received notice from the landlord that the objectives of the services 
have been met or will not be met. 


(3) For greater certainty, for the purposes of clause (1) (c) and subsection (2), the objectives of the services will not be met 
if the tenant has repeatedly and substantially withdrawn from participation in the services. 
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PART II 
MATTERS RELATING TO RENT 


Reasonable enjoyment during repairs 


Definition 
8. (1) In this section, 


“work” means maintenance, repairs or capital improvements carried out in a rental unit or a residential complex. 


(2) 


For the purposes of section 22, paragraph 3 of subsection 29 (1) and subsection 31 (1) of the Act, this section applies to 


the Board in making a determination,

as to whether a landlord, superintendent or agent of a landlord, in carrying out work in a rental unit or residential 
complex, substantially interfered with the reasonable enjoyment of the unit or complex for all usual purposes by a 
tenant or former tenant, or by a member of the household of a tenant or former tenant; and 


whether an abatement of rent is justified in the circumstances. 
In making a determination described in subsection (2), 


the Board shall consider the effect of the carrying out of the work on the use of the rental unit or residential complex 
by the tenant or former tenant, and by members of the household of the tenant or former tenant; and 


the Board shall not determine that an interference was substantial unless the carrying out of the work constituted an 
interference that was unreasonable in the circumstances with the use and enjoyment of the rental unit or residential 
complex by the tenant or former tenant, or by a member of the household of the tenant or former tenant. 


If the Board finds that the landlord, superintendent or agent of the landlord, in carrying out work in a rental unit or 


residential complex, substantially interfered with the reasonable enjoyment of the unit or complex for all usual purposes by a 
tenant or former tenant, or by a member of the household of a tenant or former tenant, the Board shall not order an abatement 
of rent if all of the following conditions are satisfied:

The landlord gave notice to the tenant or former tenant at least 60 days before the commencement of the work, or, in 
cases of emergency, as soon as was reasonable in the circumstances, concerning the work to be carried out. 


. The landlord gave notice to any prospective tenant of a rental unit at the first opportunity to do so before the landlord 


entered into a new tenancy agreement with that tenant. 


. The notice describes the nature of the work to be carried out, the expected impact on tenants and members of their 


households and the length of time the work is expected to take. 


The notice was reasonably accurate and comprehensive in the circumstances at the time it was given. 


5. If there was a significant change in the information provided under paragraph 3, the landlord provided to the tenant or 


former tenant an update to the notice in a timely manner. 


. The work, 


1, 1s necessary to protect or restore the physical integrity of the residential complex or part of it, 

li. is necessary to comply with maintenance, health, safety or other housing related standards required by law, 
iii. is necessary to maintain a plumbing, heating, mechanical, electrical, ventilation or air conditioning system, 
iv. provides access for persons with disabilities, 

Vv. promotes energy or water conservation, or 


vi. maintains or improves the security of the residential complex. 


7. Ifrequired under the Building Code Act, 1992, a permit was issued in respect of the work. 


8. The work was carried out at reasonable times, or if a municipal noise control by-law was in effect, during the times

permitted under the noise control by-law. 
The duration of the work was reasonable in the circumstances. 
The landlord took reasonable steps to minimize any interference resulting from noise associated with the work. 


If the Board finds that the landlord, superintendent or agent of the landlord, in carrying out work in a rental unit or 


residential complex, substantially interfered with the reasonable enjoyment of the unit or complex for all usual purposes by a 
tenant or former tenant, or by a member of the household of a tenant or former tenant, and an abatement of rent is not 
prohibited under subsection (4), the Board shall consider the following in determining whether it is appropriate to order an 
abatement of rent and the amount of the abatement: 
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1. The nature, duration and degree of interference with the reasonable enjoyment of the rental unit or residential complex 
that was caused by the carrying out of the work. 


2. Whether the tenant or former tenant is responsible for any undue delay in the carrying out of the work. 


3. The steps taken by the landlord during the work to minimize interference with the reasonable enjoyment of the rental 
unit or residential complex. 


4. Whether the tenant or former tenant took advantage of any service provided by the landlord or arrangement made by 
the landlord that would minimize interference with the reasonable enjoyment of the rental unit or residential complex. 


5. Whether a failure to carry out the work could, within a reasonable period of time, reasonably be expected to result in, 


i. interference with the reasonable enjoyment of the rental unit or residential complex for all usual purposes by a 
tenant or member of his or her household, 


ii. a reduction or discontinuation of a service or facility, 
iii. damage or additional damage to the rental unit, the residential complex or anything in the unit or complex, 
iv. arisk to any person’s health or personal safety, or 

v. a breach of section 20 or section 161 of the Act by the landlord. 


(6) Except as permitted under subsection (7), no abatement of rent shall exceed 25 per cent of the monthly rent for each 
month or part of a month during which there was substantial interference with the reasonable enjoyment of the rental unit or 
residential complex for all usual purposes by the tenant or former tenant, or by a member of the household of the tenant or 
former tenant. 


(7) The Board may order an abatement of rent that exceeds 25 per cent of the monthly rent for a rental unit if, 


(a) the Board considers a larger abatement to be warranted in the circumstances because the interference with the 
reasonable enjoyment of the rental unit or residential complex far exceeded the level that would normally be expected, 
taking into consideration all of the relevant circumstances; and 


(b) the Board is satisfied that, 
(i) the work is not work described in paragraph 6 of subsection (4), 


(ii) the work was carried out at unreasonable times or at a time that is not permitted under any applicable noise 
control by-law, 


(iii) the work was carried out in a manner that contravened a condition or requirement of a building permit issued 
under the Building Code Act, 1992, 


(iv) the work was carried out over a period of time far in excess of the amount of time that normally would be 
required, after taking into consideration any exceptional circumstances beyond the control of the landlord, 
including weather-related delays, delays in obtaining necessary government approvals or permits and delays 
caused by market shortages of suitable goods or services or qualified labour at reasonable costs, or 


(v) the landlord refused to take reasonable steps during the work to minimize interference with the reasonable 
enjoyment of the rental unit or residential complex for all usual purposes by the tenant or former tenant, or by a 
member of the household of the tenant or former tenant. 


(8) The Board shall not order an abatement of rent that exceeds 100 per cent of the monthly rent for each month or part of 
a month during which the Board determines that the work substantially interfered with the reasonable enjoyment of the rental 
unit or residential complex for all usual purposes by the tenant or former tenant, or by a member of the household of the 
tenant or former tenant. 


Receipt 
9. A document constitutes a receipt for the purposes of section 109 of the Act if it includes, at a minimum, 
(a) the address of the rental unit to which the receipt applies; 
(b) the name of the tenants to whom the receipt applies; 


(c) the amount and date for each payment received for any rent, rent deposit, arrears of rent, or any other amount paid to 
the landlord and shall specify what the payment was for; 


(d) the name of the landlord of the rental unit; and 
(e) the signature of the landlord or the landlord’s authorized agent. 
Prescribed conditions under s. 111 (2) (a) and (b) of the Act 
10. (1) The following conditions are prescribed for the purpose of clause 111 (2) (a) of the Act: 


1. The discount must be provided for in a written agreement. 
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2. If the rent is paid monthly and the discount is equal to the rent for one month or less, the entire discount must be taken 
during one rental period. 


3. Ifthe rent is paid monthly and the discount is equal to the rent for a period greater than one month but not more than 
two months, the discount equal to the rent for one month must be taken during one rental period and the balance within 
one other rental period. 


4. If the rent is paid monthly and the discount is equal to the rent for a period greater than two months but not more than 
three months, the discount equal to the rent for two months must be taken for two rental periods and the balance within 
one other rental period. 


5. If the rent is paid daily or weekly, the discount must be taken in periods that are at least one week in duration. 


(2) The only condition prescribed for the purpose of clause 111 (2) (b) of the Act is that the discount must be provided for 
in a written or oral agreement. 


Prescribed discounts under s. 111 (2) (c) of the Act 
11. (1) The following discounts are prescribed for the purposes of clause 111 (2) (c) of the Act: 


1. A discount provided for in a written agreement, if the total amount of the discount that is provided during the first 
eight months of the 12-month period does not exceed the rent for one month. 


2. A discount provided for in a written agreement, if, 
i. the total amount of the discount that is provided in the 12-month period does not exceed the rent for two months, 


li. the total amount of the discount that is provided in the first seven months of the 12-month period does not exceed 
the rent for one month, and 


lil. any discount that is provided in the last five months of the 12-month period is provided in only one of those 
months and does not exceed the rent for one month. 


3. A discount provided under a tenancy agreement that operates under the Strong Communities Housing Allowance 
Program — Toronto Pilot, if the landlord sets out the discounted rent and the undiscounted rent in the written tenancy 
agreement and in a written notice to the tenant accompanying any notice of rent increase given to the tenant under 
section 116 of the Act. 


(2) In this section, 
“the 12-month period” means, 
(a) the 12-month period following the commencement of the tenancy, 


(b) the 12-month period following any rent increase taken after the 12-month period described in clause (a), other than a 
rent increase taken under section 123 of the Act, or 


(c) where clauses (a) and (b) do not apply, the 12-month period following the most recent anniversary of a rent increase 
taken in accordance with section 116 of the Act or, where no rent increase has been taken in accordance with section 
116 of the Act, the commencement of the tenancy. 


Calculation of lawful rent 
12. (1) The rules set out in this section apply in calculating lawful rent under subsection 111 (3) of the Act. 


(2) The lawful rent for any rental period in the 12-month period shall be calculated in the following manner: 


1. Add the sum of the rents that are actually charged or to be charged in each of the rental periods in the 12-month period 
to the largest eligible discount determined under subsection (6). 


2. Divide the amount determined under paragraph | by the number of rental periods in the 12-month period. 


3. Add to the amount determined under paragraph 2 any rent increases under section 123 of the Act and subtract from 
that amount any rent decreases under section 125 of the Act. 


(3) Despite subsection (2), if a landlord provides a discount in rent that is greater than 2 per cent of the rent that could 
otherwise be lawfully charged for a rental period for paying rent on or before the date it is due, the lawful rent shall be 
calculated by dividing the discounted rent by 0.98. 


(4) Despite subsections (2) and (3), if the landlord provides a discount in rent described in clause 111 (2) (b) of the Act 
and the landlord also provides another discount, other than a discount described in clause 111 (2) (a) or (c) of the Act, the 
lawful rent for any rental period in the 12-month period shall be calculated in the following manner: 


1. Add the sum of the rents that are actually charged or to be charged in each of the rental periods in the 12-month period 
to the sum of the discounts described in clause 111 (2) (b) of the Act actually provided or to be provided to the tenant 
during the 12-month period. 


2. Add the amount determined under paragraph | to the largest eligible discount determined under subsection (6). 
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3. Divide the amount determined under paragraph 2 by the number of rental periods in the 12-month period. 


4. Add to the amount determined under paragraph 3 any rent increases under section 123 of the Act and subtract from

Despite subsections (2) and (3), if the landlord provides a discount in rent that is greater than 2 per cent of the rent that 


could otherwise be lawfully charged for a rental period for paying rent on or before the date it is due, and the landlord also 
provides another discount in rent, other than a discount described in clause 111 (2) (a) or (c) of the Act, the lawful rent for 
any rental period in the 12-month period shall be calculated in the following manner:

For the purpose of this section, the largest eligible discount shall be determined in accordance with the following rules: 


. In the case of a discount that is provided for in a written agreement, the largest eligible discount is the largest of the 


following amounts: 
i. The lesser of the following amounts: 
A. The sum of the discounts in rent during the first eight months of the 12-month period. 
B. The rent for one month. 


ii. The largest discount in rent during any month in the last five months of the 12-month period, plus the lesser of 
the following amounts: 


A. The sum of the discounts in rent during the first seven months of the 12-month period. 
B. The rent for one month. 

iii. The largest discount in rent during any month in the 12-month period, if, 
A. the rent is paid monthly, and 


B. the largest discount in rent during any month in the 12-month period is equal to the rent for less than one 
month. 


iv. The sum of the largest discount in rent during any month in the 12-month period and the second-largest discount 
in rent during any month in the 12-month period, if, 


A. the rent is paid monthly, 
B. the largest discount in rent during any month in the 12-month period is equal to the rent for one month, and 


C. the second-largest discount in rent during any month in the 12-month period is equal to the rent for less 
than one month. 


v. The sum of the largest discount in rent during any month in the 12-month period, the second-largest discount in 
rent during any month in the 12-month period, and the third-largest discount in rent during any month in the 12- 
month period, if, 


A. the rent is paid monthly, 


B. the largest discount in rent during any month in the 12-month period and the second-largest discount in rent 
during any month in the 12-month period are both equal to the rent for one month, and 


C. the third-largest discount in rent during any month in the 12-month period is equal to the rent for less than 
one month. 


vi. The rent for three months, if, 
A. the rent is paid monthly, and 


B. the largest discount in rent during any month in the 12-month period, the second-largest discount in rent 
during any month in the 12-month period, and the third-largest discount in rent during any month in the 12- 
month period are all equal to the rent for one month. 


vii. The lesser of the following amounts, if the rent is paid daily or weekly: 
A. The sum of the discounts in rent provided in the form of rent-free weeks during the 12-month period. 
B. The rent for 13 weeks. 


2. In the case of a discount that is not provided for in a written agreement, the largest eligible discount is the largest 


discount in rent in one rental period in the 12-month period. 
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(7) Despite subsection (2), if a tenancy agreement operates under the Strong Communities Housing Allowance Program 
— Toronto Pilot, and the landlord does not comply with paragraph 3 of subsection 11 (1), the lawful rent shall be the 
undiscounted rent that was permitted under the Act at the time when the tenancy agreement began to operate under the 
Program. 


(8) In this section, 
“the 12-month period” has the same meaning as in section 11. 
Higher rent charged in first rental period 


13. If the rent a landlord charges for the first rental period of a tenancy is greater than the rent the landlord charges for 
subsequent rental periods in the 12-month period beginning on the day the tenancy commenced, the lawful rent for each 
rental period in that 12-month period shall be calculated in the following manner: 


1. Add all the rents actually charged or to be charged by the landlord during the 12-month period. 
2. Subtract from that sum the rent for the first rental period. 


3. Divide the amount determined under paragraph 2 by a number equal to the number of rental periods in the 12-month 
period minus 1. 


Exclusions from calculation of rent 


14. For the purpose of calculating lawful rent under sections 12 and 13, the rent actually charged or to be charged does not 
include, 


(a) amounts which cannot be lawfully charged for a reason other than the operation of section 12 or 13; 


(b) rent increases under section 123 of the Act during the 12-month period defined in subsection 11 (2) of this Regulation; 
or 


(c) rent decreases under section 125 of the Act during the 12-month period defined in subsection 11 (2) of this Regulation. 
Material to be filed 


15. If an application is made by a new tenant under subsection 115 (1) of the Act, the landlord shall file with the Board, at 
or before the hearing, an affidavit sworn by the landlord setting out the last lawful rent charged to the former tenant and any 
available evidence in support of the affidavit. 


Prescribed services, facilities, etc. 


16. (1) The following services, facilities, privileges, accommodations or things are prescribed for the purposes of 
subsection 123 (1) and section 125 of the Act: 


1. Cable television. 

Satellite television. 

An air conditioner. 

Extra electricity for an air conditioner. 

Extra electricity for a washer or dryer in the rental unit. 
Blockheater plug-ins. 

Lockers or other storage space. 

Heat.

. Floor space. 
12. Property taxes with respect to a site for a mobile home or a land lease home. 


(2) If there is an agreement under subsection 123 (1) or section 125 of the Act, the maximum increase in rent or minimum 
decrease in rent shall be the actual cost to the landlord of the service, facility, privilege, accommodation or thing, other than 
floor space, that is the subject of the agreement or, where the actual cost to the landlord cannot be established or where there 
is no cost to the landlord, a reasonable amount based on the value of the service, facility, privilege, accommodation or thing. 


(3) If the agreement under subsection 123 (1) or section 125 of the Act is to provide or cease to provide floor space, the 
maximum increase in rent or minimum decrease in rent shall be proportionate to the change in floor space. 
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(4) If an amount determined in accordance with subsection (3) would be unreasonable given the nature and quality of the 
floor space added or taken away, the maximum increase in rent or minimum decrease in rent shall be a reasonable amount 
based on the nature and quality of the floor space and the amount of the change in the floor space. 


(5) Despite subsections (2), (3) and (4), where a service, facility, privilege, accommodation or thing was provided in 
accordance with a previous agreement under section 123 of the Act, section 132 of the Tenant Protection Act, 1997, section 
46 of the Rent Control Act, 1992 or subsection 96 (4) of the Residential Rent Regulation Act, the minimum decrease in rent 
on ceasing to provide the service, facility, privilege, accommodation or thing shall be equal to, 


(a) the most recent amount of the separate charge for the service, facility, privilege, accommodation or thing; or 


(b) where there is no separate charge, the increase in rent which the landlord took when the service, facility, privilege, 
accommodation or thing was first provided, adjusted by the percentage increase in the rent being charged for the rental 
unit from the date the service, facility, privilege, accommodation or thing was first provided to the date the landlord 
ceased to provide it. 


Exemptions from s. 134 of the Act 
17. The following payments are exempt from section 134 of the Act: 
1. Payment for additional keys, remote entry devices or cards requested by the tenant, not greater than the direct costs. 


2. Payment for replacement keys, remote entry devices or cards, not greater than the direct replacement costs, unless the 
replacement keys, remote entry devices or cards are required because the landlord, on the landlord’s initiative, changed 
the locks. 


3. Payment of a refundable key, remote entry device or card deposit, not greater than the expected direct replacement 
costs. 


4. Payment of NSF charges charged by a financial institution to the landlord. 
5. Payment of an administration charge, not greater than $20, for an NSF cheque. 


6. Payment by a tenant or subtenant in settlement of a court action or potential court action or an application or potential 
application to the Board. 


7. Payment to a landlord or tenant of a mobile home park or land lease community at the commencement of a tenancy as 
consideration for the rental of a particular site. 


8. Payment of a charge not exceeding $250 for transferring, at the request of the tenant, 


i. between rental units to which subsection 6 (1) or (3) of this Regulation applies, if the rental units are located in 
the same residential complex, or 


li. between rental units in a residential complex that is described in paragraph 1, 2, 3 or 4 of subsection 7 (1) of the 
Act. 


9. Payment of an amount to reimburse the landlord for property taxes paid by the landlord with respect to a mobile home 
or a land lease home owned by the tenant. 


PART III 
APPLICATION FOR RENT INCREASES ABOVE GUIDELINE 


Definitions 
18. (1) In the Act and in this Part, 


“capital expenditure” means an expenditure for an extraordinary or significant renovation, repair, replacement or new 
addition, the expected benefit of which extends for at least five years including, 


(a) an expenditure with respect to a leased asset if the lease qualifies as determined under subsection (2), and 


(b) an expenditure that the landlord is required to pay on work undertaken by a municipality, local board or public utility, 
other than work undertaken because of the landlord’s failure to do it, 


but does not include, 


(c) routine or ordinary work undertaken on a regular basis or undertaken to maintain a capital asset in its operating state, 
such as cleaning and janitorial services, elevator servicing, general building maintenance, grounds-keeping and 
appliance repairs, or 


(d) work that is substantially cosmetic in nature or is designed to enhance the level of prestige or luxury offered by a unit 
or residential complex; 


“incurred” means, in relation to a capital expenditure, 
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(a) the payment in full of the amount of the capital expenditure, other than a holdback withheld under the Construction 
Lien Act, 


(b) if the expenditure relates to a lease, the assumption, when the lease commences, of the obligations under it, or 


(c) if the expenditure relates to work undertaken by a municipality, local board or public utility, when the work is 
completed; 


“physical integrity” means the integrity of all parts of a structure, including the foundation, that support loads or that provide 
a weather envelope and includes, without restricting the generality of the foregoing, the integrity of, 


(a) the roof, exterior walls, exterior doors and exterior windows, 
(b) elements contiguous with the structure that contribute to the weather envelope of the structure, and 
(c) columns, walls and floors that support loads. 


(2) For the purposes of the definition of “capital expenditure” in subsection (1), a lease qualifies if substantially all the 
risks and benefits associated with the leased asset are passed to the lessee and, when the lease commences, any one or more 
of the following is satisfied: 


1. The lease provides that the ownership of the asset passes to the lessee at or before the end of the term of the lease. 


2. The lease provides that the lessee has an option to purchase the asset at the end of the term of the lease at a price that is 
less than what the market value of the asset will be at that time. 


3. The term of the lease is at least 75 per cent of the useful life of the asset, as determined in accordance with section 27 
but without regard to any part of section 27 that prevents the useful life from being determined to be less than 10 years. 


4. The net present value of the minimum lease payments is at least 90 per cent of the asset’s fair market value at the 
commencement of the lease where the net present value is determined using the interest rate determined under section 
20. 


Definitions 
19. (1) In this Part, 
“base year” means, 


(a) when determining rent increases due to an extraordinary increase in the cost for municipal taxes and charges, the last 
completed calendar year immediately preceding the day that is 90 days before the effective date of the first intended 
rent increase referred to in the application, 


(b) when determining rent increases due to an extraordinary increase in the cost for utilities or due to operating costs 
related to security services, the annual accounting period of one year in length chosen by the landlord which is most 
recently completed on or before the day that is 90 days before the effective date of the first intended rent increase 
referred to in the application; 


“local board” means a “local board” as defined in the Municipal Affairs Act; 
“reference year” means the 12-month period immediately preceding the base year. 


(2) Despite clause (b) of the definition of “base year” in subsection (1), if an order has previously been issued with respect 
to the residential complex under section 126 of the Act in which relief was granted for an extraordinary increase in costs for 
utilities or for operating costs related to security services, the base year shall begin and end on the same days of the year as 
the base year used in the previous order. 


Interest rate 


20. The interest rate for the purposes of subsection 18 (2) and subsection 26 (6) is the chartered bank administered 
conventional five-year mortgage interest rate on the last Wednesday of the month before the month in which the application 
is made, as reported by the Bank of Canada. 


Factor to be applied 


21. (1) The factor to be applied for the purposes of paragraph 6 of subsection 29 (2), paragraph 3 of subsection 29 (3) and 
paragraph 2 of subsection 30 (2) is determined by dividing the total rents of the rental units in the residential complex that are 
subject to the application and are affected by the operating cost by the total rents of the rental units in the residential complex 
that are affected by the operating cost. 


(2) For the purpose of subsection (1), the rent for a rental unit that is vacant or that is otherwise not rented shall be deemed 
to be the average rent charged for the rental units in the residential complex. 


Material to accompany application 


22. (1) An application under section 126 of the Act must be accompanied by the following material: 
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1. If the application is based on an extraordinary increase in the cost for municipal taxes and charges or utilities or both, 
i. evidence of the costs for the base year and the reference year and evidence of payment of those costs, and 


ii. evidence of all grants, other forms of financial assistance, rebates and refunds received by the landlord that 
effectively reduce those costs for the base year or the reference year. 


2. Ifthe application is based on capital expenditures incurred, 


i. evidence of all costs and payments for the amounts claimed for capital work, including any information regarding 
grants and assistance from any level of government and insurance, resale, salvage and trade-in proceeds, 


11. details about each invoice and payment for each capital expenditure item, in the form approved by the Board, and 


ii. details about the rents for all rental units in the residential complex that are affected by any of the capital 
expenditures, in the form approved by the Board. 


3. If the application is based on operating costs related to security services, evidence of the costs claimed in the 
application for the base year and the reference year and evidence of payment of those costs. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), if any of the following material is unavailable at the time the application is made under section 
126 of the Act but becomes available before the end of the hearing, the material must be provided to the Board before or 
during the hearing: 


1. Evidence described in subparagraph | 11 of subsection (1). 
2. Information concerning grants and assistance referred to in paragraph 2 of subsection (1). 
3. Information concerning insurance, resale, salvage and trade-in proceeds referred to in paragraph 2 of subsection (1). 


(3) An application under section 126 of the Act must be accompanied by two additional photocopies of the application, by 
two additional photocopies of the material that accompanies the application under subsection (1), and by a compact disc 
containing the material that accompanies the application under subsection (1) in portable document format. 


(4) If material is provided to the Board under subsection (2), it must be accompanied by two additional photocopies of the 
material and by an updated compact disc containing the material that accompanied the application under subsection (1) and 
the material provided under subsection (2) in portable document format. 


(5) A landlord does not have to provide a compact disc under subsection (3) or (4) if, 


(a) the residential complex to which the application relates contains six or fewer residential units and the residential 
complex is located in a rural or remote area; and 


(b) the landlord cannot reasonably provide the compact disc. 


(6) Subsections (3), (4) and (5) do not apply if the application referred to in subsection (1) is not based on capital 
expenditures. 


Information for tenants 
23. (1) The rules set out in this section apply for the purposes of subsection 126 (4) of the Act. 


(2) Upon the request of a tenant subject to the application, the landlord shall provide the tenant with a compact disc 
containing the material provided to the Board under subsections 22 (1) and (2) in portable document format, for a charge of 
not more than five dollars. 


(3) Instead of providing the compact disc referred to in subsection (2), the landlord and the tenant may agree that the 
landlord will provide the tenant with, 


(a) a photocopy of the material provided under subsections 22 (1) and (2), for no more than the landlord’s reasonable out- 
of-pocket costs for the photocopying; or 


(b) an e-mail of the material provided under subsections 22 (1) and (2) in portable document format, at no charge to the 
tenant. 


(4) Despite subsection (2), if a landlord does not provide the Board with a compact disc pursuant to subsection 22 (5), the 
landlord shall, upon the request of the tenant, provide the tenant with a photocopy of the material provided under subsections 
22 (1) and (2), for a charge of not more than five dollars. 


(5) Ifthe landlord has an office in or close to the residential complex, the landlord shall, during normal business hours and 
at no charge, make a photocopy of the material provided under subsections 22 (1) and (2) available for viewing by tenants 
subject to the application. 


(6) The landlord shall, in the application, inform every tenant subject to the application of the ways in which a tenant may 
obtain access under this section to the material provided under subsections 22 (1) and (2). 
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Determination of capital expenditures, operating costs 


24. (1) In determining the amount of any capital expenditures or the amount of operating costs in an application under 
section 126 of the Act, the Board shall, 


(a) include any goods and services tax and provincial sales tax paid by the landlord in respect of the capital expenditures 
or operating costs; 


(b) exclude any penalties, interest or other similar charges for late payment of any amount paid by the landlord in respect 
of the capital expenditures or operating costs; 


(c) exclude any amount that has already been included in calculating the amount of a capital expenditure or operating cost 
in the same application or for which the landlord has obtained relief in a previous order under the Act or under the 
Tenant Protection Act, 1997; and 


(d) subtract the amount of all grants, other forms of financial assistance, rebates and refunds received by the landlord that 
effectively reduce the operating costs. 


(2) If a residential complex forms part of a larger project, the operating costs for the project and the amount of capital 
expenditures which benefit both the residential complex and the other parts of the project shall be allocated between the 
residential complex and the other parts of the project in accordance with one or more of the following factors: 


1. The area of each part of the project. 
2. The market value of each part of the project. 
3. The revenue generated by each part of the project. 


(3) If the allocation of operating costs and capital expenditures in accordance with subsection (2) would be unreasonable 
considering how much of the costs and expenditures are attributable to each part of the project, the operating costs and capital 
expenditures shall be allocated among the parts of the project in reasonable proportions according to how much of the costs 
and expenditures are attributable to each part of the project. 


Non-arm’s length transaction 


25. (1) If the landlord incurs a cost arising out of a transaction that is not an arm’s length transaction, the Board shall 
consider only that part of the landlord’s cost that is less than or equal to the costs that would arise from a similar market 
transaction. 


(2) In this section, 
“arm’s length” means the persons involved are not related persons; 
“control” means direct or indirect ownership or control either alone or with a related person of, 
(a) more than 50 per cent of the issued share capital of a corporation having full voting rights under all circumstances, or 


(b) issued and outstanding share capital of a corporation in an amount that permits or may permit the person to direct the 
management and policies of the corporation; 


“family”, in relation to a person, means, 
(a) the person’s spouse, 
(b) the parents or other ancestors or the children or other descendants of the person or the person’s spouse, 


(c) the brothers and sisters of the person or the person’s spouse, and the children and other descendants of those brothers 
and sisters, 


(d) the aunts and uncles of the person and the person’s spouse and the children and other descendants of those aunts and 
uncles, 


(e) the spouses of the person’s sons and daughters; 
“related person”, where used to indicate a relationship with any person, includes, 
(a) a member of the family of such person, 
(b) an employer or employee of such person, 
(c) a partner of such person, 
(d) a trust or estate in which such person has a beneficial interest, 
(e) a trust or estate in which such person serves as a trustee or in a similar capacity, 


(f) a trust or estate in which persons related to such person, as otherwise determined under this definition, have a 
beneficial interest, 
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(g) a corporation controlled by such person, 
(h) a corporation controlled by such person and persons related to such person, or 
(i) a corporation controlled by a person related to such person, 


“similar market transaction” means an arm’s length transaction that occurs or may reasonably be expected to occur under the 
same or comparable terms and conditions and in the same general geographic location. 


(3) In this section, one corporation is related to another corporation if, 
(a) one of the corporations is controlled by the other corporation; 


(b) both of the corporations are controlled by the same person or group of related persons each member of which is related 
to every other member of the group; 


(c) each of the corporations is controlled by one person and the person who controls one of the corporations and the 
person who controls the other corporation are related persons; 


(d) one of the corporations is controlled by one person and that person is related to any member of a group of related 
persons that controls the other corporation; 


(e) one of the corporations is controlled by one person and that person is related to each member of an unrelated group 
that controls the other corporation; 


(f) any member of a group of related persons that controls one of the corporations is related to each member of an 
unrelated group that controls the other corporation; or 


(g) each member of an unrelated group that controls one of the corporations is a related person to at least one member of 
an unrelated group that controls the other corporation. 


Findings related to capital expenditures 
26. (1) The rules set out in this section apply to the Board in making findings relating to capital expenditures. 


(2) A rent increase shall not be ordered in respect of a capital expenditure unless the work was completed during the 18- 
month period ending 90 days before the effective date of the first intended rent increase referred to in the application. 


(3) The value of the landlord’s own labour in carrying out the work involved in the capital expenditure is equal to the 
amount of time spent multiplied by a rate of pay that is reasonable given the landlord’s experience and skill in the type of 
work done but, 


(a) if the amount of time spent exceeds the amount of time that would be reasonable given the landlord’s experience and 
skill, the latter amount of time shall be used in the calculation of the value of the landlord’s own labour; 


(b) only that part of the value of the landlord’s own labour that does not exceed the amount a person in the business of 
doing such work would charge shall be considered; and 


(c) the value of the landlord’s own labour does not include any amount with respect to the management and administration 
of the work involved in the capital expenditure. 


(4) The cost of a leased asset is the fair market value of the leased asset at the commencement of the lease. 
(5) The amount of a capital expenditure is calculated as follows: 
1. Add the following amounts: 
i. The purchase prices. 
ii. The cost of any leased assets. 
iil. The installation, renovation and construction costs. 
iv. The value of the landlord’s own labour as determined under subsection (3). 


2. Subtract from the amount determined under paragraph | any grant or other assistance from any level of government 
and any insurance, salvage, resale or trade-in proceeds related to the work undertaken or the item purchased. 


(6) For each rental unit that is subject to the application, the percentage rent increase that is justified by capital 
expenditures shall be determined in accordance with the following rules. 


1. Determine which capital expenditures affect the unit. 


2. For each capital expenditure that affects the unit, multiply the amount of the capital expenditure determined under 
subsection (5) by the rent for the unit, and divide that result by the sum of the rents for all rental units in the residential 
complex that are affected by the capital expenditure. 
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3. If the Board is of the opinion that the amount determined under paragraph 2 for a capital expenditure does not 
reasonably reflect how the unit is affected by the capital expenditure, 


i. paragraph 2 does not apply, and 


ii. the Board shall determine an amount by another method that, in the opinion of the Board, better reflects how the 
unit is affected by the capital expenditure. 


4. Add the amounts determined under paragraph 2 or 3, as the case may be, for all of the capital expenditures that affect 
the unit. 


5. Amortize the amount determined under paragraph 4 over the weighted useful life of the capital expenditures that affect 
the unit, as determined in paragraph 6, in equal monthly instalments of blended principal and interest. 


6. The weighted useful life of all capital expenditures that affect the unit shall be determined in accordance with the 
following rules: 


i. For each capital expenditure that affects the unit, 


A. divide the amount determined under paragraph 2 or 3, as the case may be, for the capital expenditure by the 
amount determined under paragraph 4, and 


B. multiply the amount determined under sub-subparagraph A by the useful life of the capital expenditure, as 
determined under section 27. 


ii. Add the results determined under sub-subparagraph i B for all capital expenditures that affect the unit and round 
to the nearest full year. 


7. The amortization under paragraph 5 shall be calculated using the interest rate determined under section 20. 


8. The percentage rent increase that is justified for the unit by capital expenditures is determined by dividing the 
amortized amount determined under paragraph 5 by the monthly rent for the unit, and multiplying the result by 100. 


Useful life of work or thing 


27. (1) The useful life of work done or a thing purchased shall be determined from the Schedule subject to the following 
rules: 


1. Where the useful life set out in Column 2 of the Schedule is less than 10 years, the useful life of work done or a thing 
purchased shall be deemed to be 10 years. 


2. If, when a thing is purchased, it has previously been used, the useful life of the thing shall be determined taking into 
account the length of time of that previous use. 


3. If the work done or thing purchased does not appear in the Schedule, the useful life of the work or thing shall be 
determined with reference to items with similar characteristics that do appear in the Schedule. 


4. Despite paragraphs 2 and 3, for the purposes of making a finding under this section, the useful life of work done or a 
thing purchased shall not be determined to be less than 10 years. 


(2) If the useful life of work done or a thing purchased cannot be determined under subsection (1) because the work or 
thing does not appear in the Schedule and no item with similar characteristics appears in the Schedule, the useful life of the 
work or thing shall be what is generally accepted as the useful life of such work or thing but in no case shall the useful life be 
determined to be less than 10 years. 


Municipal taxes or charges and utilities, extraordinary increase 


28. (1) An increase in the cost of municipal taxes and charges or utilities is extraordinary if it is greater than the guideline 
plus 50 per cent of the guideline. 


(2) For the purposes of subsection (1), the guideline is the guideline for the calendar year in which the effective date of the 
first intended rent increase referred to in the application falls. 


(3) Despite subsection (1), if the guideline is less than zero, any increase in the cost of municipal taxes and charges or 
utilities is deemed to be extraordinary. 


Rules 


29. (1) The rules set out in this section apply to the Board in making findings related to extraordinary increases in the cost 
for municipal taxes and charges or utilities or both. 


(2) Subject to subsection (4), the amount of the allowance for an extraordinary increase in the cost for municipal taxes and 
charges is calculated as follows: 


1. Adjust the reference year costs for municipal taxes and charges by the guideline plus 50 per cent of the guideline 
determined in accordance with subsection 28 (2). 
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2. If municipal taxes and charges for a tax year are increased as a result of an appeal of a tax assessment, add to the base 
year costs for municipal taxes and charges the amount of the increase resulting from the appeal. 


3. Ifa tax notice respecting the reference year municipal taxes and charges is issued on or after November | in the base 
year, add to the base year costs for municipal taxes and charges the amount, if any, by which the reference year 
municipal taxes and charges exceed the municipal taxes and charges for the year preceding the reference year. 


4. If a tax notice respecting the reference year municipal taxes and charges is issued on or after November | in the base 
year and if the reference year municipal taxes and charges are increased as a result of an appeal of a tax assessment, 
the amount of the increase resulting from the appeal, 


i. shall be included in determining the amount by which the reference year municipal taxes and charges exceed the 
municipal taxes and charges for the year preceding the reference year for the purpose of paragraph 3, and 


ii. shall not be added under paragraph 2. 


5. Subtract the reference year costs for municipal taxes and charges, as adjusted under paragraph 1, from the base year 
costs for municipal taxes and charges, as adjusted under paragraphs 2, 3 and 4. 


6. Multiply the amount determined in paragraph 5 by the factor determined under section 21. 
(3) The amount of the allowance for an extraordinary increase in the cost for utilities shall be calculated as follows: 


1. Adjust the reference year costs for each of heat, electricity and water by the guideline plus 50 per cent of the guideline 
determined in accordance with subsection 28 (2). 


2. Subtract the amount determined in paragraph | for heat from the base year costs for heat and do the same for 
electricity and water. 


3. Multiply the amount determined in paragraph 2 for heat by the factor for heat determined under section 21 and do the 
same for electricity and water. 


4. Add together the amounts determined under paragraph 3. 
(4) The amount of the adjusted base year utility costs shall be calculated as follows: 


1. Multiply the reference year costs for each of heat, electricity and water by 50 per cent of the guideline determined in 
accordance with subsection 28 (2). 


2. Subtract the amount determined under paragraph | for heat from the base year costs for heat and do the same for 
electricity and water. 


3. Add together the amounts determined under paragraph 2. 


(5) Despite section 28, if the guideline is less than zero per cent, for the purposes of the calculations in subsections (2), (3) 
and (4) the guideline is deemed to be zero per cent. 


(6) An increase in municipal taxes and charges as a result of an appeal of a tax assessment shall not be considered under 
subsection (2) if the application for the rent increase was filed more than 12 months after the decision on the appeal was 
issued. 


Operating costs related to security services 
30. (1) This section applies to the Board when making findings respecting operating costs related to security services. 
(2) The amount of the allowance for operating costs related to security shall be calculated as follows: 


1. Subtract the operating costs for security services in the reference year from the operating costs for security services in 
the base year. 


2. Multiply the amount determined under paragraph | by the factor determined under section 21. 


(3) The Board shall exclude from the calculation under subsection (2) any operating costs for security services that are no 
longer being provided to the tenant at the time the application is heard. 


Calculation of percentage rent increase 


31. The percentage rent increase above the guideline for each rental unit that is the subject of the application shall be 
calculated in the following manner: 


1. Divide the amount of each allowance determined under subsection 29 (2), subsection 29 (3) and section 30 by the total 
rents for the rental units that are subject to the application and are affected by the operating cost. 


2. If the Board is of the opinion that the amount determined under paragraph | for an allowance does not reasonably 
reflect how the rental units that are subject to the application are affected by the operating cost to which the allowance 
relates, 
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i. paragraph | does not apply in respect of the allowance, and 


ii. the Board shall determine an amount by another method that, in the opinion of the Board, better reflects how the 
rental units that are subject to the application are affected by the operating cost to which the allowance relates. 


3. Determine the percentage that each allowance referred to in paragraph | represents of the total rents for the rental units 
that are subject to the application and are affected by the operating cost by multiplying each of the amounts determined 
under paragraph | or 2, as the case may be, by 100. 


4. Subject to paragraph 5, add together the percentages determined under paragraph 3 for each allowance referred to in 
paragraph | that relates to an operating cost that affects the rental unit. 


5. In performing the addition required by paragraph 4, do not include the percentage determined under paragraph 3 for 
the allowance determined under subsection 29 (3) if that percentage is less than 0.50. 


6. Add the percentage determined under paragraph 4 and the percentage determined under paragraph 8 of subsection 26 
(6). 


When rent increase may be taken 


32. (1) Subject to section 33 of this Regulation, if the Board orders a rent increase for a rental unit under subsection 126 
(10) of the Act, that rent increase may only be taken within 12 months of the first intended rent increase referred to in the 
application for a rental unit in the residential complex. 


(2) Subject to section 33 of this Regulation, the rent increases provided for under subsection 126 (11) of the Act may only 
be taken during the subsequent 12-month periods which begin and end on the same days of the year as the 12-month period 
referred to in subsection (1). 


(3) Despite subsection (1), if the unit is subject to clause 126 (13) (b) of the Act, the rent charged for the rental unit shall 
not be increased before the date specified by the Board under clause 126 (13) (b) of the Act, and the increase may only be 
taken within 12 months after that date. 


(4) Despite subsection (2), if the unit is subject to clause 126 (13) (b) of the Act, the rent increases provided for under 
subsection 126 (11) of the Act may only be taken during the subsequent 12-month periods which begin and end on the same 
days of the year as the 12-month period referred to in subsection (3). 


When rent increase may be taken 


33. (1) If an order with respect to a rental unit that increases the lawful rent is made under section 126 of the Act with 
respect to capital expenditures or operating costs for security services before the time for taking any rent increases under one 
or more previous orders has expired, the landlord may annually increase the lawful rent being charged by no more than the 
guideline rent increase plus 3 per cent of the previous lawful rent, until such time as no rent increase with respect to capital 
expenditures or operating costs related to security services ordered under section 126 of the Act remains to be taken. 


(2) If a landlord fails to take a rent increase in accordance with subsection (1) in any 12-month period in which the 
landlord was entitled to take such a rent increase, the landlord may not take that rent increase in any subsequent time period. 


(3) If a landlord takes a rent increase in accordance with subsection (1) that is less than the amount the landlord was 
entitled to take, the landlord may not take the amount of the rent increase which the landlord failed to take in any subsequent 
time period. 


(4) This section does not prevent a landlord from increasing the rent charged by more than 3 per cent of the previous 
lawful rent charged with respect to an extraordinary increase in the cost for municipal taxes and charges or utilities or both in 
accordance with an order under subsection 126 (10) of the Act. 


Sequence — components of the increase 


34. For the purpose of making determinations under section 36 and subsection 38 (2) of this Regulation, the following 
rules apply if a landlord was permitted to increase the rent pursuant to an order under subsection 126 (10) of the Act based on 
more than one of the grounds in subsection 126 (1) of the Act but the increase taken by the landlord was less than the 
maximum increase permitted by the order: 


1. The increase taken by the landlord shall be deemed to have been taken for municipal taxes and charges, up to the 
percentage set out in the order for municipal taxes and charges. 


2. If the increase taken by the landlord was greater than the percentage set out in the order for municipal taxes and 
charges, the balance of the increase shall be deemed to have been taken for eligible capital expenditures, up to the 
percentage set out in the order for eligible capital expenditures. 


3. If the increase taken by the landlord was greater than the sum of the percentages set out in the order for municipal 
taxes and charges and for eligible capital expenditures, the balance of the increase shall be deemed to have been taken 
for utilities, up to the percentage set out in the order for utilities. 
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4. If the increase taken by the landlord was greater than the sum of the percentages set out in the order for municipal 
taxes and charges, for eligible capital expenditures and for utilities, the balance of the increase shall be deemed to have 
been taken for operating costs related to security services. 


PART IV 
REDUCTIONS IN RENT — UTILITIES AND CAPITAL EXPENDITURES 


Utilities 
35. (1) If the Board has issued an order under subsection 126 (10) of the Act permitting an increase in rent that is due in 
whole or in part to an extraordinary increase in the cost of utilities, and the landlord has taken the increase in whole or in part, 


the landlord shall provide, in a form approved by the Board, information to a tenant who was subject to the order and 
continues to reside in the unit to which the order applied in accordance with the rules set out in this section. 


(2) The information shall be provided on or before the anniversary of the first effective date of the rent increase set out in 
the order each year for five years following the first effective date. 


(3) The information shall include, 

(a) the total amount of the adjusted base year utility costs for the residential complex or building as set out in the order; 
(b) the current utility costs; 

(c) if the amount in clause (b) is less than the amount in clause (a), the determinations made under section 36; and 

(d) if applicable, the percentage and dollar amount of the rent reduction and the date it takes effect. 


(4) Subsection (1) ceases to apply to a tenant if the landlord has provided the tenant with rent reductions under subsection 
128 (3) of the Act and the total amount of those reductions is equal to the lesser of the following amounts: 


1. The amount of the increase permitted under subsection 126 (10) of the Act that is set out in the order as related to 
utilities. 


2. The amount of the increase taken for utilities, as determined under section 34. 


(5) Upon the request of a tenant who was subject to the order, the landlord shall provide a compact disc containing all 
utility bills used to justify current utility costs in portable document format. 


(6) The landlord is only required to provide the information requested under subsection (5) upon a request made by the 
tenant within two years from the date the information under this section was given. 


(7) The information referred to in subsection (5) shall be provided for a charge of not more than five dollars. 


(8) Instead of providing the compact disc referred to in subsection (5), the landlord and the tenant may agree that the 
landlord will provide the tenant with, 


(a) a photocopy of the information required under subsection (5), for no more than the landlord’s reasonable out-of-pocket 
costs for the photocopying; or 


(b) an e-mail of the information required under subsection (5) in portable document format at no charge to the tenant. 
(9) A landlord does not have to provide a compact disc under subsection (5) if, 


(a) the residential complex to which the application relates contains six or fewer residential units and the residential 
complex is located in a rural or remote area; 


(b) the landlord cannot reasonably provide the compact disc; and 


(c) that landlord provides the tenant with a photocopy of the information required under subsection (5), for a charge of not 
more than five dollars. 


(10) In this section and section 36, 
“current utility costs” means, 


(a) the costs covering the most recent of the subsequent 12-month periods which begin and end on the same days of the 
year as the base year used in the previous order, multiplied, where applicable, by the allocation factor determined 
under subsection 24 (2) or (3) and set out in the order, or 


(b) the amount determined in accordance with subsection (11), if, 


(i) the landlord no longer provides one or more utilities to the residential complex or to other parts of a larger project 
that the residential complex forms part of, and 


(11) an allocation factor was determined under section 24 (2) or (3) and set out in the order. 
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(11) The amount referred to in clause (b) of the definition of “current utility costs” in subsection (10) shall be determined 
in accordance with the following rules: 


iz 


If the landlord no longer provides one or more utilities to all or part of the non-residential portions of the project, 


i. multiply the total base year utility costs for the project as set out in the order by the percentage that was set out in 
the order for each utility that the landlord no longer provides to all or part of the non-residential portions of the 
project, 


li. subtract the allocation factor determined under subsection 24 (2) or (3) and set out in the order from 1, and 


lii. for each utility that the landlord no longer provides to all or part of the non-residential portions of the project, 
multiply the amount determined under subparagraph i by the amount determined under subparagraph ii. 


. If the landlord no longer provides one or more utilities to part of the non-residential portions of the project, the 


landlord shall, for each of those utilities, modify the amount determined under subparagraph | iii to reflect the 
proportion of the non-residential portion of the project to which he or she still provides the utility, in a manner 
consistent with the original methodology used to apportion the costs under subsection 24 (2) or (3), as described in the 
order. 


. If the landlord no longer provides one or more utilities to all or part of the residential portions of the project, for each 


of those utilities, 


i. multiply the total base year utility costs for the project as set out in the order by the percentage that was set out in 
the order for the utility, 


li. multiply the amount determined in subparagraph i by the allocation factor determined in subsection 24 (2) or (3) 
and set out in the order, and 


iil. multiply the amount determined under subparagraph ii by the number of rental units for which the landlord no 
longer provides the utility divided by the total number of rental units for which the landlord provided the utility at 
the time the increase was ordered. 


Add the following amounts: 


i. The utility costs covering the most recent of the subsequent 12-month periods which begin and end on the same 
days of the year as the base year used in the previous order. 


ii. The amounts determined under subparagraph | iii, if any, for utilities that the landlord no longer provides to all 
the non-residential portions of the project. 


ili. The amounts determined under paragraph 2, if any, for utilities that the landlord no longer provides to part of the 
non-residential portions of the project. 


iv. The amounts determined under subparagraph 3 iii, if any, for utilities that the landlord no longer provides to all or 
part of the residential portions of the project. 


. Multiply the amount determined under paragraph 4 by the allocation factor determined in subsection 24 (2) or (3) and 


set out in the order. 


. Subtract from the amount determined under paragraph 5 the sum of the amounts determined under subparagraph 3 iii,

Rent reductions under s. 128 (3) of the Act 


36. 


(1) The following rules apply in determining the amounts of rent reductions under subsection 128 (3) of the Act: 


1. Subtract the current utility costs from the adjusted base year utility costs as set out in the order. 


. If the amount determined in paragraph | is zero or less, no rent reduction is required. 


. If the amount determined in paragraph | is greater than zero, 


i. divide the amount determined in paragraph 1 by the allowance that justified the increase that was set out in the 
order, and 


ii. multiply the amount from subparagraph i by the percentage increase in rent for utilities that was set out in the 
order. 


Despite paragraph 1, if a reduction in utility costs was previously determined in accordance with this subsection, the 
determination in paragraph | shall be made by subtracting the current utility costs from the utility costs used to justify 
the previous rent reduction. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), the following rules apply in determining the amounts of rent reductions under subsection 128 
(3) of the Act if, in accordance with the Act or an agreement between the landlord and the affected tenants, the landlord 
ceases to provide one or more utilities to one or more rental units in the residential complex: 
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1. Subject to paragraphs 5 and 6, multiply the adjusted base year utility costs by the percentage that was set out in the 
order for each utility. 


2. Subject to paragraph 6, multiply the allowance that justified the increase that was set out in the order by the percentage 
that was set out in the order for each utility. 


3. The following rules apply to a rental unit to which the landlord has not ceased to provide any utilities:

A. Calculate the sum of all amounts previously determined under subparagraph 3 iii for the rental unit.

If the amount determined under subparagraph v is greater than zero, the amount of the rent reduction under 
subsection 128 (3) of the Act shall be determined in accordance with the following rules:

B. Multiply the amount determined under sub-subparagraph A by the sum of the percentages determined 
under subparagraph vii.

6. Ifa utility is no longer provided by the landlord to one or more rental units, the references in paragraphs | and 2 to the 
percentage that was set out in the order for that utility shall be deemed to be a reference to the percentage that was set 
out in the order for that utility multiplied by the number of rental units to which the landlord still provides the utility 
divided by the number of rental units to which the landlord provided the utility at the time of the application. 


(3) Despite subsections (1) and (2), if the amount of a rent reduction determined under those subsections, expressed as a 
percentage of the current rent, is less than 0.50, no rent reduction is required. 


(4) Despite subsections (1) and (2), if the amount of a rent reduction determined under those subsections, expressed as a 
percentage of the current rent, is 0.50 or more, the rent reduction shall be reduced, if necessary, so that the sum of the rent 
reduction and any previous rent reductions arising from the same order does not exceed the lesser of the following amounts: 


1. The amount of the increase permitted under subsection 126 (10) of the Act that is set out in the order as related to 
utilities. 
2. The amount of the increase taken for utilities, as determined under section 34 of this Regulation. 


(5) A rent reduction determined under this section takes effect on the first anniversary, on or after the latest date for 
providing information under subsection 35 (2), of the date the increase permitted by the order was taken. 


(6) If the date that a rent reduction takes effect under subsection (5) is the same as the date on which a rent increase takes 
effect, the rent reduction shall be deemed to take effect immediately before the rent increase. 


Prescribed percentage, period 


37. (1) The prescribed percentage for the purposes of subsection 128 (3) of the Act is the percentage decrease in utility 
costs that results in a percentage decrease in rent of 0.50 per cent or more as determined under subsections 36 (1) and (2) of 
this Regulation. 


(2) The prescribed period for the purposes of subsection 128 (3) of the Act is the most recent 12-month period which 
begins and ends on the same days of the year as the base year used in the previous order. 


Rules for prescribing a date for the purpose of s. 129 of the Act 
38. (1) The rules for determining a date for the purpose of clause 129 (c) of the Act are as follows: 


1. If the unit is subject to an order issued under subsection 126 (10) of the Act and subsection 126 (13) of the Act does 
not apply, the date shall be the day immediately before the anniversary, in the year determined by adding the weighted 
useful life as determined under paragraph 6 of subsection 26 (6) of this Regulation to the year in which the landlord 
took the increase, of the date the landlord took the increase. 


2. Despite paragraph 1, if a landlord was entitled to take an increase under clause 126 (10) (b) of the Act but only took an 
increase or increases under clause 126 (11) (b) of the Act, the date shall be the day immediately before the anniversary, 
in the year determined by adding the weighted useful life as determined under paragraph 6 of subsection 26 (6) of this 
Regulation to the year that contains the first effective date set out in the order, of the first effective date set out in the 
order. 


3. If the unit is subject to an order issued under subsection 126 (10) of the Act, and was subject to subsection 126 (13) of 
the Act, the date shall be the day immediately before the anniversary, in the year determined by adding the weighted 
useful life as determined under paragraph 6 of subsection 26 (6) of this Regulation to the year that contains the first 
effective date set out in the order, of the first effective date set out in the order. 


(2) The rules to determine the percentage for the purpose of subclause 129 (c) (ii) of the Act are as follows: 


1. If an order was issued by the Board under subsection 126 (10) of the Act permitting an increase in rent that is due in 
whole to eligible capital expenditures, the percentage reduction shall be equal to the percentage increase taken by the 
landlord. 


2. If an order was issued by the Board under subsection 126 (10) of the Act permitting an increase in rent that is due only 
in part to eligible capital expenditures, the percentage reduction shall be the percentage for eligible capital 
expenditures as determined under section 34 of this Regulation. 
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PART V 
REDUCTIONS IN RENT — SERVICES AND TAXES 


Rules relating to reduction in services 


39. (1) The rules set out in this section apply in respect of making findings relating to a reduction of the rent charged 
under section 130 of the Act based on a discontinuance or reduction in services or facilities. 


(2) If a service or facility is discontinued and the discontinuance was reasonable in the circumstances, the rent shall be 
reduced by an amount that is equal to what would be a reasonable charge for the service or facility based on the cost of the 
service or facility to the landlord or, if the cost cannot be determined or if there is no cost, on the value of the service or 
facility, including the cost to the tenant or former tenant of replacing the discontinued service or facility. 


(3) Ifa service or facility is discontinued and the discontinuance was not reasonable in the circumstances, the rent shall be 
reduced by an amount that takes into account the following matters: 


1. The value of the service or facility, including the cost to the tenant or former tenant of replacing the discontinued 
service or facility. 


2. The effect of the discontinuance on the tenant or former tenant. 


(4) The amount of the rent reduction determined under subsection (3) shall not be less that the amount of the reduction that 
would have been required under subsection (2) had the discontinuance been reasonable. 


(5) Despite subsections (2), (3) and (4), if a service or facility was previously provided to the tenant or former tenant under 
an agreement under section 123 of the Act, section 132 of the Tenant Protection Act, 1997, section 46 of the Rent Control 
Act, 1992 or subsection 96 (4) of the Residential Rent Regulation Act, the reduction in rent on discontinuing the service or 
facility shall be equal to, 


(a) the most recent amount of the separate charge for the service or facility; or 


(b) where there is no separate charge, the increase in rent that the landlord took when the service or facility was first 
provided, adjusted by the percentage increase in rent being charged for the rental unit from the date the service or 
facility was first provided to the date the landlord discontinued the service or facility. 


(6) If a service or facility is reduced, the amount of the reduction of rent shall be a reasonable proportion, based on the 
degree of the reduction of the service or facility, of the amount of the reduction in rent that would have been determined 
under subsections (2) to (5) had the service or facility been discontinued. 


(7) If the discontinuance or reduction is temporary and its duration is reasonable, taking into account the effect on the 
tenant or former tenant, there shall be no reduction of rent. 


Application of ss. 24 and 25 


40. Sections 24 and 25 of this Regulation apply with necessary modifications to an application to the Board by a tenant 
under section 130 or 133 of the Act. 


Reduction of municipal taxes 
41. (1) For the purpose of subsection 131 (1) of the Act, the prescribed percentage is 2.49 per cent. 
(2) For the purpose of section 131 of the Act, 


“municipal property tax” means taxes charged to a landlord by a municipality and includes taxes levied on a landlord’s 
property in unorganized territory and taxes levied under Division B of Part 1X of the Education Act, but does not include, 


(a) charges for inspections done by a municipality on a residential complex related to an alleged breach of a health, safety, 
housing or maintenance standard, 


(b) charges for emergency repairs carried out by a municipality on a residential complex, 
(c) charges for work in the nature of a capital expenditure carried out by a municipality, 


(d) charges for work, services or non-emergency repairs performed by a municipality in relation to a landlord’s non- 
compliance with a by-law, 


(e) penalties, interest, late payment fees or fines, 


(f) any amount spent by a municipality under subsection 219 (1) of the Act or any administrative fee applied to that 
amount under subsection 219 (2) of the Act, or 


(g) any other charges levied by the municipality. 


(3) If the lawful rent for the rental units in a residential complex is to be reduced under subsection 131 (1) of the Act, the 
reduction in rent shall be determined as follows: 
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Determine the percentage by which the municipal property tax for the residential complex in the year has been reduced 
from the municipal property tax for the residential complex in the previous year. 


Determine the percentage by which the rent is to be reduced by multiplying the percentage determined under 
paragraph | by 20 per cent for properties that fall under the multi-residential property class as defined in section 4 of 
Ontario Regulation 282/98 (General) made under the Assessment Act, and 15 per cent otherwise. 


(4) The prescribed date for the purposes of subsection 131 (2) of the Act is December 31 of any year in which the 
municipal property tax reduction takes effect. 


(5) The prescribed number of rental units for the purpose of subsection 131 (3) of the Act is seven. 


(6) The period within which notification of a rent reduction must be given for the purpose of subsection 131 (3) of the Act

between June | and September 15 for landlords; and 


between October | and December 15 for tenants. 


(7) When the notice under subsection 131 (3) of the Act is served on the landlord, it shall be addressed to the landlord or 
to the owner of the property for tax purposes and when it is served on the tenants, the notice for each tenant shall be 
addressed to the tenant or occupant of the tenant’s rental unit. 


(8) The notice under subsection 131 (3) of the Act shall be served, 


(a)

by handing it to the person; 


if the person is a landlord, by handing it to an employee of the landlord exercising authority in respect of the 
residential complex to which the notice relates; 


if the person is a tenant, by handing it to an apparently adult person in the rental unit; 
by leaving it in the mail box where mail is ordinarily delivered to the person; 
if there is no mail box, by leaving it at the place where mail is ordinarily delivered to the person; or 


by sending it by mail, by courier or by facsimile to the last known address where the person resides or carries on 
business. 


Application for variance 


42. 


(1) For the purpose of subsection 132 (1) of the Act, a person may apply to the Board for an order varying the rent 


reduction determined under section 131 of the Act if, 


(a)

other charges that are in addition to the municipal property tax and that are not set out in clauses (a), (b), (c), (d), (e) 
and (f) of the definition of “municipal property tax” in subsection 41 (2) were levied upon the landlord by the 
municipality in the base year; 


the percentage of the rent charged in the residential complex that the municipal property tax comprises is not 20 per 
cent for properties that fall under the multi-residential property class as defined in section 4 of Ontario Regulation 
282/98 (General) made under the Assessment Act, and 15 per cent otherwise; 


there is an error in the notice of rent reduction with respect to the amount by which the municipal property tax is 
reduced or the amount by which the rent is to be reduced; or 


the municipal property tax is increased or decreased during the period from the day the notice of rent reduction was 
issued to March 31 of the year following the date the rent reduction takes effect. 


(2) An application referred to in subsection (1) shall be made, 


(b) 


if a notice of the rent reduction is required to be given under subsection 131 (3) of the Act, on or before the later of, 
(i) 90 days following the day on which the person who will be the applicant is given the notice of rent reduction, and 
(ii) March 31 in the year following the year in which the rent reduction takes effect; 


if a notice of the rent reduction is not required to be given under subsection 131 (3) of the Act, on or before the later 
of, 


(1) 90 days following the day on which the tax notice effecting the reduction in the municipal property tax and 
forming the basis of the rent reduction is issued, and 


(ii) March 31 in the year following the year in which the rent reduction takes effect. 
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Determination by Board 
Definitions 
43. (1) In this section, 
“base year” means the calendar year in which the rent reduction takes effect; 
“reference year” means the calendar year immediately preceding the base year. 


(2) The Board shall make a determination in respect of an application under clause 42 (1) (a), (c) or (d) in the following 
manner: 


1. Calculate the actual decrease, if any, in the municipal taxes and charges from the reference year to the base year. 
2. Determine the percentage rent decrease for a rental unit that is subject to the application, 


i. if the total of the annual rents is not proven by the landlord or the tenant, in accordance with paragraphs | and 2 
of subsection 41 (3), and 


ii. otherwise, by dividing the amount determined under paragraph 1 by the total of the annual rents for all of the 
rental units in the residential complex and multiplying that quotient by 100. 


(3) The Board shall make a determination in respect of an application under clause 42 (1) (b) in the following manner: 
1. Calculate the actual decrease, if any, in the municipal taxes and charges from the reference year to the base year. 


2. Determine the percentage rent decrease for a rental unit that is subject to the application by dividing the amount 
determined under paragraph 1 by the total of the annual rents for all of the rental units in the residential complex and 
multiplying that quotient by 100. 


Information to be filed with application 
44. The following shall be filed with an application under section 132 of the Act: 
1. Evidence of the amount of municipal taxes in the reference year and in the base year. 


2. If the application is made under clause 42 (1) (a), evidence of the other charges levied by the municipality in the 
reference year and in the base year. 


3. If the application is made under clause 42 (1) (b), evidence of the rents charged for the residential complex. 
4. If notice of a reduction of rent has been given under subsection 131 (3) of the Act, a copy of that notice. 
Reduction in municipal taxes and charges 
Definitions 
45. (1) In this section, 


“base year” means the last completed calendar year immediately preceding the day on which an application under section 133 
of the Act is filed with the Board; 


“reference year” means the calendar year immediately preceding the base year. 


(2) For the purpose of this section, the adjusted costs for municipal taxes and charges for the base year shall be calculated 
in the following manner: 


1. If municipal taxes and charges for a tax year are decreased as a result of an appeal of a tax assessment, subtract from 
the base year costs for municipal taxes and charges the amount of the decrease resulting from the appeal. 


2. If a tax notice respecting the reference year municipal taxes and charges is issued on or after November | in the base 
year, 


i. subtract from the base year costs for municipal taxes and charges the amount, if any, by which the municipal 
taxes and charges for the year preceding the reference year exceed the reference year municipal taxes and 
charges, and 


ii. if the reference year municipal taxes and charges are decreased as a result of an appeal of a tax assessment, the 
amount of the decrease resulting from the appeal shall be taken into account in determining the amount by which 
the municipal taxes and charges for the year preceding the reference year exceed the reference year municipal 
taxes and charges for the purpose of subparagraph i, and shall not be subtracted under paragraph 1. 


3. A decrease in municipal taxes and charges as a result of an appeal of a tax assessment shall not be considered under 
paragraph | or 2 if, 


i. the decrease is for a tax year before 1996, or 
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ii. the application for the rent reduction was filed more than 12 months after the decision on the appeal was 
issued. 


(3) The following are prescribed as the rules for making findings on an application for a reduction in rent due to a 
reduction in the municipal taxes and charges for the residential complex: 


1. Ifthe reduction in municipal taxes and charges takes effect in the base year, the amount of the allowance is the amount 
by which the costs for the reference year exceed the costs for the base year. 


2. Otherwise, the amount of the allowance is the amount by which the costs for the base year exceed the adjusted costs 
for the base year. 


(4) The percentage rent decrease for a rental unit that is subject to an application under section 133 of the Act shall be 
calculated in the following manner: 


1. Divide the amount of the allowance determined under subsection (3) by the total of the annual rents for the rental units 
in the residential complex. 


2. Multiply the amount determined under paragraph | by 100. 


(5) If the landlord or the tenant does not prove the total of the annual rents for the rental units in the residential complex, 
the percentage rent decrease shall be calculated in the following manner: 


1. Divide the amount of the allowance determined under subsection (3) by the reference year costs. 


2. Multiply the amount determined under paragraph | by 20 for properties that fall under the multi-residential property 
class as defined in section 4 of Ontario Regulation 282/98 (General) made under the Assessment Act, and 15 otherwise. 


(6) A rent reduction order made under section 133 of the Act takes effect on the first day of the first rental period that 
commences on or after the date the application was filed with the Board. 
PART VI 
GENERAL 
Hours for retrieval of property 


46. For the purposes of subsection 41 (3) of the Act, a landlord shall make an evicted tenant’s property available between 
the hours of 8 a.m. and 8 p.m. 


Contents of information package 
47. The information package referred to in section 140 of the Act must contain the following information: 


1. List of the different types of accommodation provided and the alternative packages of care services and meals 
available as part of the total charge. 


. Charges for the different types of accommodation and for the alternative packages of care services and meals. 
. Minimum staffing levels and qualifications of staff. 
. Details of the emergency response system, if any, or a statement that there is no emergency response system. 


. List and fee schedule of the additional services and meals available from the landlord on a user pay basis. 


Oy Gi as SOI NS 


. Internal procedures, if any, for dealing with complaints, including a statement as to whether tenants have any right of 
appeal from an initial decision, or a statement that there is no internal procedure for dealing with complaints. 


Care homes 


48. The prescribed period for the purposes of clause 144 (1) (b) of the Act is four years. 


Interpretation 


49. For the purpose of clause 148 (1) (a) of the Act, the expression “no longer requires the level of care provided by the 
landlord” includes circumstances where the tenant has repeatedly and substantially withdrawn from participation in some or 
all of the care services provided by the landlord that are set out in the tenancy agreement, and the tenant is not receiving 
substantially equivalent community based services. 


Mobile homes 
50. For the purpose of section 165 of the Act, the prescribed amount is the greater of, 
(a) $50 per month; and 


(b) the amount, including the guideline, that the landlord would have been entitled to take as a rent increase under an order 
under subsection 126 (10) of the Act before the first anniversary of the commencement of the new tenancy had the 
former tenant remained the tenant. 
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Interpretation 


51. For the purpose of section 167 of the Act, the definition of “infrastructure work” includes work with respect to fire 
hydrants and related systems, poles for telephone service, walkways, garbage storage and disposal areas, fencing, retaining 
walls and flood control systems. 


PART VII 
BOARD — ADMINISTRATION AND POWERS 


Employees 

52. Employees of the Board shall be appointed under the Public Service Act. 
Information to accompany application 

53. An application to the Board must be accompanied by the following information: 


1. If the application is with respect to a notice of termination on any ground, a copy of the notice of termination and a 
certificate of service of the notice of termination, if notice was given by the landlord. 


2. If the application is with respect to a notice of termination for demolition, conversion repair or severance, in addition 
to the information required by paragraph 1, evidence, where required, that the landlord paid the necessary 
compensation required under section 52, 54 or 55 of the Act or found acceptable alternative accommodation for the 
tenant. 


3. If the application is with respect to a notice of termination due to a second contravention in six months, in addition to 
the information required by paragraph 1, a copy of the original notice of termination and a copy of the certificate of 
service of the original notice of termination. 


4. If the application is made under section 77 of the Act with respect to an agreement to terminate the tenancy, a copy of 
the agreement. 


5. If the application is with respect to a review of a work order under section 226 of the Act, a copy of the work order. 
Board notice 
54. (1) The following information shall be included in the notice set out in subsection 189 (1) of the Act: 
1. The Board’s file number for the application. 
2. Where scheduled, the date of the hearing. 
3. Contact information for the Board. 
(2) An application filed under section 77 or 78 of the Act is prescribed for the purposes of subsection 189 (2) of the Act. 
Service of notice 


55. Where an application is scheduled to be heard within seven days of the application being filed, the Board shall send 
the notice referred to in section 189 of the Act to the respondent by courier service or, where courier service to the rental unit 
is not available, the Board shall attempt to contact the respondent by telephone and send the notice by mail. 


Restriction on altering time requirements 
56. The following are time requirements that the Board may not extend or shorten under subsection 190 (2) of the Act: 
1. All time requirements related to notice requirements for terminating tenancies. 


2. All deadlines for filing applications, other than those which the Board is expressly permitted to extend or shorten 
under subsection 190 (1) of the Act. 


. The 24-hour notice required under subsection 27 (1) of the Act. 

The 72-hour period referred to in subsection 41 (2) of the Act. 

The six-month periods referred to in subsections 42 (7), 92 (3) and (4) and 162 (4) and (5) of the Act. 
. The 30-day period referred to in subsection 46 (1) of the Act. 


. The period described in subsection 77 (5) of the Act during which an eviction order is not effective. 


. The period described in subsection 80 (1) of the Act, subject to subsection 80 (2) of the Act, during which an eviction 
order is not effective. 


9. The 30-day period referred to in subsection 91 (1) of the Act. 
10. The seven-day period referred to in clause 95 (4) (d) of the Act. 
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11. The 60-day period referred to in subsection 104 (3) of the Act. 
12. The 90-day notice period required by sections 116 and 150 of the Act. 
13. The 12-month period referred to in subsection 119 (1) of the Acct. 


14. The five-day period in which an agreement to increase the rent charged may be cancelled under subsection 121 (4) of 
the Act. 


15. The six-day period referred to in subsection 121 (5) of the Act. 


16. The one-year period after which rent and rent increases shall be deemed to be lawful under subsections 136 (1) and (2) 
of the Act. 


17. The five-day period in which a tenancy agreement may be cancelled, as described in section 141 of the Act. 
18. The 10-day period referred to in subsection 145 (2) of the Act. 
19. The 30-day period referred to in subsection 206 (6) of the Act. 
20. The 60-day period referred to in paragraph 2 of subsection 3 (3) of this Regulation. 
21. The 45-day periods referred to in paragraphs 4 and 5 of subsection 3 (3) of this Regulation. 
Financial matters 


57. (1) The Board may establish bank accounts in the name of the Board into which it may place money paid to the 
Board. 


(2) The Board may invest money paid to the Board in investments in which the Minister of Finance may invest public 
money under section 3 of the Financial Administration Act. 


(3) The Board may employ a trust corporation to make the investments or to act as a custodian of the securities purchased 
as investments. 


(4) Money paid into the Board shall bear interest at the rate of 0.25 per cent per year, compounded semi-annually. 
Prescribed amount 

58. The amount prescribed for the purpose of subsection 207 (4) of the Act is five dollars. 
Filings in electronic format 


59. (1) If the Board permits an application to be filed in an electronic format by electronic means, “sign” for the purposes 
of subsections 185 (1) and (2) and 186 (2) of the Act means to type one’s name on the application, and “signed” and “signs” 
have a corresponding meaning. 


(2) If the Board permits an application to be filed in an electronic format by electronic means, “shall be accompanied by 
the prescribed information” in subsection 185 (1) of the Act shall be interpreted as requiring the mailing, faxing or delivery 
of the prescribed information such that it is received by the Board, or is deemed under the Act to have been given to the 
Board, within five days following the day on which the application was filed electronically with the Board. 


Contingency fees 


60. For the purpose of section 214 of the Act, the allowed amount of a contingency fee charged by an agent of a landlord 
or tenant is 10 per cent of the amount that has been or may be recovered, gained or saved, in whole or in part, over a one-year 
period through the efforts of the agent. 


PART VIII 
OTHER MATTERS 


Transition 


61. Section 32 of this Regulation applies with necessary modifications to an application to which subsection 242 (7) of the 
Act applies despite any regulation made under the Tenant Protection Act, 1997.

62. Ontario Regulation 194/98 is revoked.

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PART I 
INTERPRETATION AND APPLICATION 
Definitions 


1. In this Regulation, 


“exterior common areas” includes roads, pathways, parking areas, garbage storage areas, grounds for the use of tenants and, 
in a mobile home park or land lease community, the sites on which homes are situated; (“aires communes extérieures’’) 


“guard” means a barrier, that may or may not have openings through it; (“garde-corps”) 


“habitable space” means a room or area used or intended to be used for living, sleeping, cooking or eating purposes and 
includes a washroom. (“local habitable”) 
Maintenance standards and compliance 


2. (1) This Regulation prescribes the maintenance standards for the purposes of subsection 224 (1) of the Act. 


(2) Except as otherwise provided, the landlord shall ensure that the maintenance standards in this Regulation are complied 
with. 
Good workmanship 

3. All repairs to and maintenance of a rental unit or residential complex shall be carried out in a manner and with the 
materials that are accepted as good workmanship in the trades concerned. 
Municipal property standards by-laws applicable to exterior 


4. If there is a municipal property standards by-law applicable only to the exterior of residential complexes or rental units, 
the maintenance standards in this Regulation that relate to the exterior of residential complexes or rental units do not apply to 
the residential complexes or rental units in the municipality that are subject to the by-law, but the maintenance standards in 
this Regulation that relate to the interior of residential complexes or rental units do apply to them. 


PART II 
STRUCTURAL ELEMENTS 


Maintenance 


5. The structural elements in a residential complex shall be maintained in a sound condition so as to be capable of safely 
sustaining their own weight and any load or force that may normally be imposed.

Structural soundness, etc. 


6. (1) Every floor of a basement, cellar or crawl space, and every slab at ground level, foundation wall, wall and roof shall 
be structurally sound, weathertight and damp-proofed and shall be maintained so as to reasonably protect against 
deterioration, including that due to weather, fungus, dry rot, rodents, vermin or insects. 


(2) The site upon which a residential complex is situated shall be graded and drained to prevent the ponding of water on 
the surface, the erosion of soil and the entrance of water into a building or structure. 


Roofs 
7. (1) Every roof shall be watertight. 
(2) The roof and any cornice flashing, fascia, soffit, coping, gutter, rainwater leader, vent or other roof structure, 
(a) shall be maintained to properly perform their intended function; and 
(b) shall be kept clear of obstructions, hazards and dangerous accumulations of snow and ice. 
Retaining walls, guards and fences 


8. Retaining walls, guards and fences in exterior common areas shall be maintained in a structurally sound condition and 
free from hazards. 


PART III 
UTILITIES AND SERVICES 


PLUMBING 
Maintenance 


9. (1) Plumbing and drainage systems in a residential complex, and their appurtenances, shall be maintained free from 
leaks, defects and obstructions and adequately protected from freezing. 


(2) A residential complex shall be provided with a means of sewage disposal. 
(3) The means of sewage disposal shall be maintained in a good state of repair. 
Required fixtures 

10. (1) Subject to subsections (2), (3) and (4), every rental unit shall contain the following fixtures: 
1. A toilet. 
2. A kitchen sink. 
3. A washbasin. 
4. A bathtub or shower. 


(2) Subsection (1) does not apply to rental units that share a fixture described in paragraph 1, 2 or 4 of subsection (1) if no 
more than two rental units share the fixture and access to the fixture from each rental unit is possible without, 


(a) passing through another rental unit; 

(b) travelling along an unheated corridor; or

(5) The fixtures required by this section shall be maintained in a good state of repair and in a safely operable condition and 
shall be supplied with a supply of potable water sufficient for normal household use at a flow and pressure sufficient for the 
intended use of the fixtures.

Subsection (1) does not apply to a boarding house or lodging house if, 


— 


there is at least one toilet, one washbasin and one bathtub or shower for every five rental units;

— 


Subsection (1) does not apply to a residential complex or rental unit that has never been provided with piped water. 


Hot and cold running water 


11. (1) Every kitchen sink, washbasin, bathtub and shower shall be provided, by safe equipment, with hot and cold 
running water. 


(2) The ordinary temperature of the hot water provided must be at least 43 degrees Celsius. 
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Washroom requirements 
12. (1) Every washroom shall be enclosed and shall have, 
(a) a water-resistant floor; and 
(b) a door that can be, 
(i) secured from the inside, and 
(ii) opened from the outside in an emergency. 
(2) The walls and ceiling around a bathtub or shower shall be water-resistant. 
(3) In subsection (1), 
“washroom” means an area containing a toilet, urinal, bathtub, shower or washbasin. 
Toilets and urinals 


13. No toilet or urinal shall be located in a room used for or intended to be used for sleeping or preparing, consuming or 
storing food. 


ELECTRICAL 
Supply of electrical power 
14. (1) A supply of electrical power shall be provided to all habitable space in a residential complex. 


(2) The wiring and receptacles necessary to provide electrical power shall be maintained free of conditions dangerous to 
persons or property. 


(3) Every kitchen shall have outlets suitable for a refrigerator and a cooking appliance. 


(4) If a rental unit has a meter for electricity for the purpose of billing the tenants of that rental unit, the meter shall be 
properly maintained and kept accessible to the tenants. 


(5) This section does not apply to a residential complex that has never been connected to an electrical power system. 


HEATING 
Maintenance of room temperature 


15. (1) Heat shall be provided and maintained so that the room temperature at 1.5 metres above floor level and one metre 
from exterior walls in all habitable space and in any area intended for normal use by tenants, including recreation rooms and 
laundry rooms but excluding locker rooms and garages, is at least 20 degrees Celsius. 


(2) Subsection (1) does not apply to a rental unit in which the tenant can regulate the temperature and a minimum 
temperature of 20 degrees Celsius can be maintained by the primary source of heat. 


(3) Every residential complex shall have heating equipment capable of maintaining the temperature levels required by 
subsection (1). 


(4) No rental unit shall be equipped with portable heating equipment as the primary source of heat. 


(5) Only heating equipment approved for use by a recognized standards testing authority shall be provided in a room used 
or intended for use for sleeping purposes. 


Fuel and utilities 
16. (1) Fuel supplied to a residential complex or rental unit shall be supplied continuously in adequate quantities. 
(2) Utilities supplied to a residential complex or rental unit shall be supplied continuously. 


(3) The supply of fuel and utilities may be interrupted for such reasonable period of time as may be required for the 
purpose of repair or replacement. 


(4) Subsections (1) and (2) do not apply if the tenancy agreement makes the tenant responsible for the supply of fuel or 
utilities and the supply has been discontinued because of arrears in payment. 


Maintenance of heating systems 


17. Heating systems, including stoves, heating appliances, fireplaces intended for use, chimneys, fans, pumps and 
filtration equipment, shall be maintained in a good state of repair and in a safely operable condition. 


Air supply and fuel storage 


18. (1) A space that contains heating equipment that burns fuel shall have a natural or mechanical means of supplying the 
air required for combustion. 
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(2) If heating equipment burns solid or liquid fuel, a storage place or receptacle for the fuel shall be provided in a safe 
place and maintained in a safe condition. 


LIGHTING AND VENTILATION 
Artificial lighting 


19. (1) Adequate artificial lighting shall be available at all times in all rooms, stairways, halls, corridors, garages, and 
basements of a residential complex that are accessible to tenants. 


(2) Artificial lighting shall be provided in exterior common areas to permit these areas to be used or passed through safely, 
and to provide security. 


(3) Subsections (1) and (2) do not apply to a residential complex that has never been connected to an electrical power 
system. 


(4) Artificial lighting that has been installed in outbuildings normally used by tenants, including garages, shall be kept in 
operable condition. 


(5) Artificial lighting shall be maintained in a good state of repair. 
Ventilation 


20. All habitable space shall be provided with natural or mechanical means of ventilation that is adequate for the use of the 
space. 


Smoke, gases and toxic fumes 


21. (1) Chimneys, smoke-pipes, flues and gas vents shall be kept clear of obstructions and maintained so as to prevent the 
escape of smoke and gases into a building containing one or more rental units. 


(2) Parking garages shall be maintained so as to prevent the accumulation of toxic fumes and the escape of toxic fumes 
into a building containing one or more rental units. 


Rooms that require windows 


22. (1) Subject to subsections (2) and (3), every bedroom, living room and dining room shall have a window (which may 
be part of a door) to the outside of the building. 


(2) A window is not required in a dining room if it has artificial lighting. 
(3) A window is not required in a living room or dining room if, 

(a) there is an opening in a dividing wall to an adjoining room; 

(b) the adjoining room has a window to the outside; and 


(c) the total window area of the adjoining room is at least 5 per cent of the combined floor areas of the living room or 
dining room and the adjoining room. 


Doors, windows and skylights 


23. (1) Every existing opening in the exterior surface of a building designed for a door or window shall be equipped with 
a door or window capable of performing the intended function. 


(2) Doors, windows and skylights shall be maintained so that, 
(a) they are weathertight; and 


(b) any damaged or missing parts are repaired or replaced. 


PART IV 
SAFETY AND SECURITY 


Guards 
24. (1) Guards shall be installed and maintained wherever, 


(a) there is a vertical drop of more than 600 millimetres (including along the open sides of stairs, ramps, balconies, 
mezzanines and landings); and 


(b) they would be required for a newly constructed or renovated area under the building code made under the Building 
Code Act, 1992. 


(2) A guard required by subsection (1) shall provide reasonable protection from accidental falls for any person on the 
premises. 


Window safety devices 


25. (1) This section applies with respect to every window in a rental unit that is in a storey above the storey that has, 
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(a) its floor closest to ground level; and 
(b) its ceiling more than 1.8 metres above average ground level. 


(2) At the request of the tenant, each window referred to in subsection (1) shall be equipped with a safety device to prevent 
any part of the window from opening so as to admit a sphere greater than 100 millimetres in diameter. 


(3) The safety device required by subsection (2) shall not make the window incapable of being opened by an adult without 
a key or the use of tools. 


Exterior common areas 


26. (1) Exterior common areas shall be maintained in a condition suitable for their intended use and free of hazards and, 
for these purposes, the following shall be removed: 


1. Noxious weeds as defined in the regulations to the Weed Control Act. 

2. Dead, decayed or damaged trees or parts of such trees that create an unsafe condition. 
3. Rubbish or debris, including abandoned motor vehicles. 

4. Structures that create an unsafe condition. 

5. Unsafe accumulations of ice and snow. 


(2) An inoperative motor vehicle or trailer that has remained in an exterior common area for more than a reasonable 
amount of time shall be removed. 


(3) Wells and holes in exterior common areas shall be filled or safely covered and the wells shall also be protected from 
contamination. 


Abandoned refrigerators, etc. 


27. (1) An abandoned or inoperable icebox, refrigerator or freezer shall not be left in a common area unless it is awaiting 
removal. 


(2) An icebox, refrigerator or freezer that is awaiting removal shall have all its doors removed. 


Surface of driveways, etc. 


28. Driveways, ramps, parking garages, parking areas, paths, walkways, landings, outside stairs and any similar area shall 
be maintained to provide a safe surface for normal use. 


Locking windows and doors 


29. (1) Every window and exterior door, including a balcony door, that is capable of being opened and that is accessible 
from outside a rental unit or a building containing a rental unit shall be equipped so that it can be secured from the inside. 


(2) At least one entrance door in a rental unit shall be capable of being locked from outside the rental unit. 


(3) Ifa rental unit-to-vestibule communication system together with a vestibule door locking release system is provided, it 
shall be maintained in a good state of repair and in a safely operable condition. 


(4) Parking areas that are intended to be secured, shared locker rooms and shared storage rooms shall be provided with 
doors equipped with security devices that prevent access to persons other than the landlord and tenants. 


(5) A mail delivery slot that enters directly into a rental unit, and any similar opening for deliveries, shall be located and 
maintained to prevent access to any door’s or window’s locking or securing mechanisms. 


(6) Subsection (5) does not apply with respect to a mail delivery slot or other opening that has been sealed. 


(7) Mail boxes provided by the landlord shall be properly maintained and capable of being secured. 


PART V 
MOBILE HOME PARKS AND LAND LEASE COMMUNITIES 


Application 

30. (1) Sections 31 to 36 apply to mobile home parks and land lease communities. 

(2) The other sections of this Regulation also apply to mobile home parks and land lease communities. 
Water supply 


31. (1) A supply of potable water and water pressure that are sufficient for normal household use shall be available for 
each rental unit in a mobile home park or land lease community. 
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(2) An adequate supply of water and adequate water pressure shall be available for fire fighting. 


(3) Fire hydrants owned by the landlord shall be regularly tested and maintained and kept free from accumulations of 
snow and ice. 


Roads 
32. (1) Roads within a mobile home park or land lease community shall be, 
(a) kept free of holes and cleared of snow and obstructions; 
(b) maintained to control dust; and 
(c) kept passable. 
(2) Excavations made for repairs shall be filled in and the ground returned to its previous condition. 


Mailboxes 


33. Mailboxes and the approaches to them shall be kept free of snow and other obstructions. 


Distance between mobile homes 


34. Where the distance between mobile homes is three metres or more, that distance shall not be reduced to less than three 
metres through the addition of a deck or ramp or by any other means, unless a lesser distance provides an adequate degree of 
fire safety. 


Sewage 
35. (1) Sewage holding tanks in a mobile home park or land lease community shall be emptied whenever necessary. 


(2) Sewage connections and other components of a sewage system shall be provided in a mobile home park or land lease 
community and shall be permanently secured to prevent a discharge of sewage. 


(3) In subsection (2), 


“sewage system” means a municipal sanitary sewage system or a private sewage disposal system and includes a sewage 
system as defined in the building code made under the Building Code Act, 1992 and a sewage works as defined in the 
Ontario Water Resources Act. 


Electrical supply 
36. Electrical supply and connections in a mobile home park or land lease community supplied by the landlord shall be 
maintained free of conditions dangerous to persons or property. 
PART VI 
GENERAL MAINTENANCE 
Floors, etc. 


37. Every floor, stair, veranda, porch, deck, balcony, loading dock and every structure similar to any of them, and any 
covering, guard or surface finishing shall be maintained in a good state of repair. 


Cabinets, etc. 


38. Every cabinet, cupboard, shelf and counter top provided by the landlord of a rental unit shall be maintained in a 
structurally sound condition, free from cracks and deterioration. 


Walls and ceilings 


39. (1) Interior cladding of walls and ceilings shall be maintained free from holes, leaks, deteriorating materials, mould, 
mildew and other fungi. 


(2) A protective finish shall be applied to all repairs made to walls and ceilings. 
Appliances 


40. (1) Appliances supplied by the landlord of the rental unit shall be maintained in a good state of repair and in a safely 
operable condition. 


(2) In subsection (1), 
“appliances” includes refrigerators, stoves, clothes washers, clothes dryers, dishwashers and hot water tanks. 
Heat loss 


41. Those portions of a residential complex used for human habitation, including common areas, shall be maintained to 
minimize heat loss through air infiltration. 
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Locker and storage rooms 


42. Locker and storage rooms shall be kept free of dampness and mildew. 


Elevators 


43. Elevators intended for use by tenants shall be properly maintained and kept in operation except for such reasonable 
time as may be required to repair or replace them. 


Common areas 
44. (1) All interior common areas and exterior common areas shall be kept clean and free of hazards. 
(2) For the purpose of subsection (1), 


“interior common areas” includes laundry rooms, garbage rooms, corridors, lobbies, vestibules, boiler rooms, parking 
garages, storage areas and recreation rooms. 


Garbage 


45. (1) Ina building containing more than one rental unit, one or more suitable containers or compactors shall be provided 
for garbage. 


(2) Garbage in a container or compactor provided in accordance with subsection (1) shall be stored and either placed for 
pick-up or regularly disposed of so as not to cause a risk to the health or safety of any person. 


(3) A container or compactor provided in accordance with subsection (1) shall be maintained in a clean and sanitary 
condition, shall be accessible to tenants and shall not obstruct an emergency route, driveway or walkway. 


Rodents, etc. 
46. (1) A residential complex shall be kept reasonably free of rodents, vermin and insects. 


(2) The methods used for exterminating rodents and insects shall be in accordance with applicable municipal or provincial 
law. 


(3) Openings and holes in a building containing one or more rental units shall be screened or sealed to prevent the entry of 
rodents, vermin, insects and other pests. 


Interior doors 


47. Every existing interior door shall be maintained so that it is capable of performing its intended function and any 
damaged or missing parts shall be repaired or replaced. 


PART VII 
INSPECTION CHARGES 


Inspection charge 


48. The Minister may charge a municipality $265 for each inspection made under subsection 224 (3) of the Act or to 
ensure compliance with a work order under section 225 of the Act. 


Invoice 


49. The Minister shall send an invoice to the municipality requiring the payment of one or more charges and the invoice 
shall specify for each charge the date of the inspection, the address of the residential complex inspected and the date by 
which the municipality must pay. 


PART VIII 
REVOCATION AND COMMENCMENT 


Revocation 
50. Ontario Regulation 198/98 is revoked.

(d) contact every other person who is 18 years of age or older and resides in the home to obtain the person’s consent to a 
criminal record check and to the disclosure of information by any society or any child protection authority in a 
jurisdiction outside of Ontario. 


(2) Between the 25th day and the 30th day after a society has placed a child in a person’s home that is a place of safety 
under subsection 37 (5) of the Act, a child protection worker or a person designated by the society shall repeat the steps taken 
under clauses (1) (a), (b) and (c). 


(3) The steps taken under subsections (1) and (2) are the minimum steps a society shall take in visiting a person’s home 
that is a place of safety where a child has been placed and nothing in them prevents or limits the ability of the society to visit 
such a home. 


(4) As soon as practicable but no later than seven days after the society obtains the person’s consent to a criminal record 
check and to the disclosure of information by any society or any child protection authority outside of Ontario under clause (1) 
(d), the society shall, 


(a) make a request to the appropriate authority in any jurisdiction in which the person has resided for the results of the 
person’s criminal record check; and 
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(b) make a request to any society in Ontario or any child protection authority outside of Ontario for any information or 
records they may have relating to the person, if the person has resided in the past in an area outside of the society’s 
jurisdiction. 

(5) As soon as practicable but no later than seven days after receiving the results of a criminal record check or a child 

welfare check under subsection (4), the society shall review the information and document any decisions or actions it 
proposes to take with respect to the information. 


(6) Within seven days after receiving a request from another society under subsection (4), a society shall respond to the 
request and the response shall indicate whether or not any information relating to the person specified in the request exists in 
the society’s files or records and, if so, the nature of the information. 


PART IV 
EXTENDED CARE 


13. (1) A society may provide care and maintenance under subsection 71.1 (1) of the Act to a person only if the person 
and the society have entered into an agreement related to the care and maintenance. 


(2) A society or agency may provide care and maintenance under subsection 71.1 (2) of the Act to a person who is an 
Indian or native person who is 18 years of age or more only if the person and the society or agency have entered into an 
agreement related to the care and maintenance. 


(3) A society or agency shall cease to provide care and maintenance under subsection 71.1 (1) or (2) of the Act if the care 
and maintenance agreement between the person and the society or agency is more than a year old and the parties have not 
reviewed the agreement. 


(4) A society or agency shall not provide care and maintenance under subsection 71.1 (1) or (2) of the Act if the person to 
whom care and maintenance is to be provided is 21 years of age or older. 


(5) A society or agency shall not provide care and maintenance under subsection 71.1 (1) or (2) of the Act that is financial 
support if the person to whom care and maintenance is to be provided is receiving basic financial assistance under the 
Ontario Works Act, 1997 or income support under the Ontario Disability Support Program Act, 1997 but a society may 
provide care and maintenance under subsection 71.1 (1) or (2) of the Act to such a person if the care and maintenance is not 
financial support.

(Statutory Accident Benefits Schedule — Accidents on or after November 1, 1996) 


1. Subsection 2 (1) of Ontario Regulation 403/96 is amended by adding the following definition: 


“personal information” means information that is personal information for the purposes of the Personal Information 
Protection and Electronic Documents Act (Canada) and personal health information for the purposes of the Personal 
Health Information Protection Act, 2004; (“renseignements personnels’) 


2. Subsection 16 (3) of the Regulation is amended by striking out “clause 14 (2) (g), 15 (5) (k) or 24 (1) (c)” and 
substituting “clause 14 (2) (g) or 15 (5) (k) or subsection 24 (1.6)”. 


3. Section 32 of the Regulation is amended by adding the following subsections: 


(2.1) Ifan insurer that is subject to a Guideline referred to in subsection 68 (3.2) determines, acting reasonably that there is 
a likelihood that the person may, in connection with the accident, deliver one or more documents referred to in subsection 68 
(3.2), the insurer shall provide the following information to the central processing agency referred to in that subsection: 


1. The name, address, gender and date of birth of the person. 
2. The date of the accident. 


3. Particulars of the automobile insurance policy under which the person alleges he or she is entitled to a benefit or 
benefits, including,

Definitions 
1. In this Regulation, 


“agent of automobile insurers” includes an agent of automobile insurers specified in a Guideline issued for the purposes of 
section 44.1 or subsection 68 (3.2) of Ontario Regulation 403/96 (Statutory Accident Benefits Schedule — Accidents on or 
after November 1, 1996) made under the Act; (“agent d’assureurs automobiles”) 


“automobile insurer” means an insurer licensed under the Act to undertake or agree to offer or undertake a contract of 
automobile insurance in Ontario; (“assureur automobile’) 
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“claim related to health care” means a claim for a benefit under Ontario Regulation 403/96 (Statutory Accident Benefits 
Schedule — Accidents on or after November 1, 1996) made under the Act that arises by reason of an impairment as 
defined under that regulation; (“demande de réglement pour soins de santé’) 


“insured” means an insured as defined in subsection 224 (1) of the Act; (“assuré” 


“personal information” means information that is personal information for the purposes of the Personal Information 
Protection and Electronic Documents Act (Canada) and personal health information for the purposes of the Personal 
Health Information Protection Act, 2004. (“renseignements personnels”’) 


Prescribed information 


2. (1) Information concerning the types of goods and services for which an automobile insurer is liable under contracts of 
automobile insurance in respect of claims related to health care and the costs of those goods and services is prescribed for the 
purposes of section 101.1 of the Act. 


(2) Information described in subsection (1) shall not include personal information. 


(3) As a condition to providing the information described in subsection (1), automobile insurers and any agent of 
automobile insurers shall, in accordance with the Personal Information Protection and Electronic Documents Act (Canada), 
take steps to ensure that the personal information upon which the information described in subsection (1) is based is accurate, 
complete and up to date. 


Conditions relating to personal information 


3. The following conditions apply to all personal information in the custody or under the control of every automobile 
insurer and any agent of automobile insurers: 


1. Any agent of automobile insurers and every automobile insurer shall, in accordance with the Personal Information 
Protection and Electronic Documents Act (Canada), take steps that are reasonable in the circumstances to ensure, 


i. that all personal information in its custody or under its control is protected against theft, loss and unauthorized 
use or disclosure, and 


ii. that all records containing personal information are protected against unauthorized copying, modification or 
disposal. 


2. Any agent of automobile insurers and every automobile insurer shall, in accordance with the Personal Information 
Protection and Electronic Documents Act (Canada), ensure that all records in its custody or under its control that 
contain personal information are retained, transferred and disposed of in a secure manner. 


3. Without limiting the generality of paragraphs | and 2, any agent of automobile insurers and every automobile insurer 
shall, 


i. implement administrative, technical, physical and contractual safeguards to protect the confidentiality of personal 
information and the privacy of insureds with respect to their personal information, and 


ii. collect, use and disclose personal information only as permitted or required by law and, without limiting the 
generality of the foregoing, in accordance with section 49 of the Personal Health Information Protection Act, 
2004 and paragraph 7 (3) (d) of the Personal Information Protection and Electronic Documents Act (Canada). 


Commencement 


4. This Regulation comes into force on February 1, 2008.

MUNICIPAL HAZARDOUS OR SPECIAL WASTE 


Interpretation 


1. (1) In this Regulation, 
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“lubricating oil” means petroleum-derived or synthetic crankcase oil, engine oil, hydraulic fluid, transmission fluid, gear oil, 
heat transfer fluid, or other oil or fluid used for lubricating machinery or equipment; 


“municipal hazardous or special waste” means, subject to subsection (2), waste that consists of municipal hazardous waste or 
municipal special waste, or any combination of them, whether or not the waste is owned, controlled or managed by a 
municipality; 


“municipal hazardous waste” means waste that consists of any of the following materials, or any combination of them, 
whether or not the waste is owned, controlled or managed by a municipality: 


(a) corrosive products, flammable products or toxic products, as those terms are defined in the Consumer Chemicals and 
Containers Regulations, 2001 made under the Hazardous Products Act (Canada), if the sale of the product is permitted 
only if the container of the product displays information required by those regulations, 


(b) containers that display information that is required by the Consumer Chemicals and Containers Regulations, 2001 
made under the Hazardous Products Act (Canada) for containers that contain corrosive products, flammable products 
or toxic products, as those terms are defined in those regulations, 


(c) flammable hazards, corrosive hazards or toxicity hazards, as those terms are described in Clause 4 of CSA Standard 
Z752-03, “Definition of Household Hazardous Waste”, published in September 2003 by Canadian Standards 
Association, if the hazard is defined by Clause 7 of that Standard as a household waste that shall not be disposed of in 
one or more systems within the regular domestic waste stream because of significant risks posed to humans or the 
environment, 


(d) corrosive waste, as defined in Regulation 347 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 (General — Waste 
Management) made under the Environmental Protection Act, 


(e) ignitable waste, as defined in Regulation 347 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990, 

(f) leachate toxic waste, as defined in Regulation 347 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990, 
(g) reactive waste, as defined in Regulation 347 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990, 

(h) containers that contain anything referred to in clause (c), (d), (e), (£) or (g); 


“municipal special waste” means waste that consists of any of the following materials, or any combination of them, whether 
or not the waste is owned, controlled or managed by a municipality: 


(a) batteries, 

(b) pressurized containers, 

(c) aerosol containers, 

(d) portable fire extinguishers, 

(e) fertilizers, fungicides, herbicides, insecticides or pesticides, and containers in which they are contained, 
(f) paints and coatings, and containers in which they are contained, 


(g) containers that have a capacity of 30 litres or less and that were manufactured and used for the purpose of containing 
lubricating oil, 


(h) oil filters, after they have been used for their intended purpose, 
(i) fluorescent light bulbs or tubes, 

(J) pharmaceuticals, 

(k) sharps, including syringes, 

( 


(m) thermostats, thermometers, barometers or other measuring devices, if the thermostats, thermometers, barometers, or 
other measuring devices contain mercury,

) switches that contain mercury, 


(n) antifreeze, and containers in which it is contained, 
(0) solvents, and containers in which they are contained; 


“oil filter” means a spin-on filter or element-style filter that has been used to filter lubricating oil, but does not include a filter 
with no significant metal content. 


(2) For the purpose of this Regulation, used or unused lubricating oil is not municipal hazardous or special waste. 
Designation

“reserve” means a tract of land, the legal title of which is vested in the Crown in right of Canada, that has been set apart by 
the Crown for the use and benefit of a First Nation; (“réserve’’) 


“subject land” means the land to which a proposed official plan or plan amendment applies. (“terrain visé’”)

(b) by posting a notice, clearly visible and legible from a public highway or other place to which the public has access, at 
every separately assessed property within the subject land or, if posting on the property is impractical, at a nearby 
location chosen by the official described in subsection (6). 


(3) For the purposes of clause (2) (a), the owner of land is deemed to be the person shown on the last revised assessment 
roll of the municipality or on the current provincial land tax roll at the address shown on the roll but, if the approval authority 
is a municipality and the clerk of the municipality has received written notice of a change of ownership, the notice shall be 
given to the new owner instead, at the address set out in the notice. 


(4) For the purposes of clause (2) (a), if a condominium development is located within 120 metres of the subject land, 
notice may be given to the condominium corporation, according to its most recent address for service or mailing address as 
registered under section 7 of the Condominium Act, 1998, instead of being given to all owners assessed in respect of the 
condominium development. 


(5) Notice shall be given by publishing it in a newspaper that, in the opinion of the official described in subsection (6), is 
of sufficiently general circulation in the area adjoining the subject land that it would give the public reasonable notice of the 
application.

(2) The notice referred to in subsection (1) may be given together with notice of a public meeting, notice of an open house 
or both, for the purposes of subsection 34 (13) of the Act, or may be given separately. 


Notice of refusal of application to amend zoning by-law (s. 34 (10.9) of Act) 


4. Notice of the refusal of an application to amend a zoning by-law under subsection 34 (10.9) of the Act shall include the 
following: 


1. An explanation of the purpose and effect of the application. 


2. A statement that the council or planning board has made a decision to refuse the application, including the date of the 
refusal.

to the new owner instead, at the address set out in the notice of change of ownership. 
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(6) For the purposes of clause (4) (a), if a condominium development is located within 120 metres of the subject land, 
notice may be given to the condominium corporation, according to its most recent address for service or mailing address as 
registered under section 7 of the Condominium Act, 1998, instead of being given to all owners assessed in respect of the 
condominium development.

(8) Every person and public body that has given the clerk of the municipality or the secretary-treasurer of the planning 
board a written request for a notice to which this section applies (including the person’s or public body’s address) shall be 
given notice by personal service, ordinary mail or fax. 


(9) Notice shall be given, by personal service, ordinary mail or fax, to all the following persons and public bodies, except 
those who have notified the clerk of the municipality or the secretary-treasurer of the planning board that they do not wish to 
receive notice: 

1. The clerk of every upper-tier municipality having jurisdiction in the area to which the proposed by-law would apply.

12. The chair or secretary of the municipal heritage committee of the municipality, if any, if the land to which the 
proposed by-law would apply includes or adjoins a property or district designated under Part 1V or V of the Ontario 
Heritage Act. 


13. If any of the land to which the proposed by-law would apply is within or abuts the area covered by the Niagara 
Escarpment Plan, the senior planner of the district office of the Niagara Escarpment Commission having jurisdiction 
over that land or the abutted area, as the case may be. 


14. Parks Canada, if any of the land to which the proposed by-law would apply adjoins a historic site, park or historic 
canal under the jurisdiction of Parks Canada. 


15. The Niagara Parks Commission, if any of the land to which the proposed by-law would apply adjoins the Niagara 
Parkway or is in the jurisdiction of the Niagara Parks Commission. 


16. The St. Lawrence Parks Commission, if any part of the land to which the proposed by-law would apply adjoins the 
1000 Islands Parkway and is in the jurisdiction of the St. Lawrence Parks Commission under section 9 of the Sv. 
Lawrence Parks Commission Act. 


17. The clerk of every municipality and the secretary-treasurer of every municipal planning authority or planning board if 
any part of the municipality, municipal planning area or planning area is within one kilometre of the land to which the 
proposed by-law would apply.

REQUESTS TO AMEND OR REVOKE MINISTER’S ZONING ORDERS

A. are located on the subject land and on land that is adjacent to it, and 
B. in the opinion of the person making the request, may affect the request, 
v. the current uses of land that is adjacent to the subject land, 
vi. the location, width and name of any roads within or abutting the subject land, indicating whether it is an 
unopened road allowance, a public travelled road, a private road or a right of way, 
vii. if access to the subject land will be by water only, the location of the parking and docking facilities to be used,

Transition 


3. Despite the revocation of Ontario Regulation 151/95 (Applications to Amend or Revoke Minister’s Zoning Orders) 
made under the Act, any matter or proceeding that is commenced on or after May 22, 1996 but before the day this Regulation 
comes into force shall be continued and disposed of as if Ontario Regulation 151/95 had not been revoked. 


Revocation

“co-driver” means a person who shares the driving of a commercial motor vehicle with another driver and who rides in the 
vehicle as a passenger when not driving; 


“daily log” means the daily log required to be kept by section 17; 


“day”, for any driver, means a 24-hour period that starts at midnight or at such other hour designated by the operator for the 


driver; 


“home terminal” for any driver, means the location at which the driver ordinarily reports for work, including an operator’s 
place of business; 


“inspector” means a police officer or officer appointed for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of the Act; 


“principal place of business”, for an operator, means the last known address of the operator appearing on the records of the 


Ministry; 


“supporting document” means a document or information, recorded and stored by any means, that could be used to determine 
compliance with this Regulation. 


Duty status time 


2. (1) There are four categories of duty status time for the purpose of this Regulation: 


. Off-duty time, other than time spent in a sleeper berth. 


. Off-duty time spent in a sleeper berth.

. On-duty time, other than time spent driving. 
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A driver is on duty when he or she drives a commercial motor vehicle for an operator or performs any other work for 


an operator, including time spent,

inspecting, servicing, repairing, cleaning and warming up a commercial motor vehicle; 

travelling in a commercial motor vehicle as a co-driver, when the time is not spent in the sleeper berth; 

participating in the loading and unloading of a commercial motor vehicle; 

inspecting and checking the load of a commercial motor vehicle; 

waiting for a commercial motor vehicle to be serviced, loaded, unloaded and dispatched; 

waiting for a commercial motor vehicle or its load to be inspected; and 

waiting at an en-route point because of an accident or other unplanned occurrence or situation. 

A driver is off duty when he or she is not on duty. 

Despite subsection (2), a driver is off duty when he or she drives a commercial motor vehicle if, 

he or she is driving the vehicle for personal use that has no commercial purpose; 

the vehicle has been unloaded; 

any trailers have been unhitched; 

he or she does not drive the vehicle more than 75 kilometres in a day; and 

an entry is made in the “Remarks” section of the daily log or on the time record required by subsection 18 (3), 
(i) stating that the driver used the vehicle for personal use, and 

(ii) setting out the odometer readings at the start and the end of the personal use driving. 


Despite clause (2) (b), if a driver travels as a passenger to a location where he or she is to start driving a commercial 


motor vehicle and takes eight consecutive hours of off-duty time at the location before starting to drive, the time spent as a 
passenger getting to the location is counted as off-duty time. 


Exemptions from Regulation 


3. (1) Subject to subsection (3), a driver and operator are exempt from this Regulation while the driver is driving a 
commercial motor vehicle of a type and in the circumstances described in any of the following paragraphs:

A two or three-axle commercial motor vehicle, or combination of a two-axle commercial motor vehicle and a one-axle

ii. to return after transporting the primary products of a farm, forest, sea or lake, if the vehicle is empty or is 
transporting supplies and equipment used for the production of primary products of a farm, forest, sea or lake. 


A vehicle being used by a person in the lawful performance of his or her duties as an inspector. 
A cardiac arrest emergency vehicle operated by or under the authority of a hospital. 
A vehicle engaged in providing relief in an emergency. 


A bus that is operated by or on behalf of a municipality as part of the municipality’s public transit service, either 
within the municipality or within 25 kilometres of the boundary of the municipality. 


This Regulation does not apply to a driver, or the operator of such driver, while driving a pick-up truck that, 
is being used for personal purposes without compensation; and 


is not carrying, or towing a trailer that is carrying, commercial cargo or tools or equipment of a type normally used for 
commercial purposes. 


A driver’s on-duty time and off-duty time, within the meaning of this Regulation, when he or she is exempt from this 


Regulation under subsection (1) shall nonetheless be included in the calculations of a driver’s hours of off-duty and on-duty 
time for the purposes of complying with this Regulation on the days when the driver is not exempt under subsection (1).

“emergency” means a situation or an impending situation that constitutes a danger of major proportions to life or property, 
whether caused by forces of nature, an accident, an intentional act or otherwise; 


“pick-up truck” means a commercial motor vehicle that, 
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(a) has a manufacturer’s gross vehicle weight rating of 6,000 kilograms or less, and 
(b) is fitted with either, 
(i) the original box that was installed by the manufacturer, which has not been modified, or 


(ii) a replacement box that duplicates the one that was installed by the manufacturer, which has not been modified. 


DAILY REQUIREMENTS 
Designation of driver’s day 


4. (1) The operator shall designate the hour at which the driver’s day starts if it does not start at midnight and shall notify 
the driver of the designation. 


(2) The designation shall apply for the duration of the driver’s cycle. 
Daily driving time 
5. (1) After a driver has accumulated 13 hours of driving time in a day, the driver shall not drive again on the same day. 
(2) After a driver has accumulated 14 hours of on-duty time in a day, the driver shall not drive again on the same day. 
Daily off-duty time 
6. (1) A driver shall take at least 10 hours of off-duty time in a day. 


(2) Off-duty time under subsection (1) that is in addition to the mandatory eight consecutive hours of off-duty time 
required by section 9 may be distributed throughout the day in blocks of no less than 30 minutes each. 


(3) The off-duty time referred to in subsection (2) shall be at least two hours and may be added to the mandatory eight 
consecutive hours of off-duty time but cannot form part of it. 


Deferral of off-duty time 


7. A driver may split the off-duty time required by section 6 over any two consecutive days by deferring a maximum of 
two hours of the daily off-duty time from the first day to the second day and increasing the total of the driving and on-duty 
times in the first day by not more than two hours if, 


(a) the deferred off-duty time does not form part of the mandatory period of eight consecutive hours of off-duty time 
required by section 9; 


(b) before the end of the second day, the driver takes a consecutive period of off-duty time consisting of the eight 
consecutive hours required by section 9 plus the off-duty time deferred from the first day; 


(c) the total off-duty time taken in the two days 1s at least 20 hours; 
(d) the total driving time in the two days does not exceed 26 hours; 
(e) the total on-duty time in the two days does not exceed 28 hours; 
(f) the driver is not splitting off-duty time under section 11 at any time during the two days; and 


(g) an entry is made in the “Remarks” section of the daily log or on the record required by subsection 18 (3) clearly 
indicating the day from which the off-duty time has been deferred and the day to which it was deferred. 


SHIFT REQUIREMENTS 
Requirements for sleeper berth 
8. For the purposes of sections 10 and 11, a sleeper berth must, 
(a) be designed to be used as sleeping accommodation; 
(b) not be located in or on a trailer; 
(c) be located, 
(i) in the cab of the commercial motor vehicle or immediately adjacent to the cab and be securely fixed to it, 


(ii) in the cargo space of the commercial motor vehicle and be separated from the remainder of the cargo space by a 
solid physical barrier, or 


(iii) in the case of a bus, in the passenger compartment of the bus and be separated from the passenger area of the 
passenger compartment by a solid physical barrier that is equipped with a door that can be locked; 


(d) in the case of a bus, 
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(i) be at least 1.9 metres long, 60 centimetres wide and 60 centimetres high, 
(ii) provide privacy for the occupant, and 
(iii) be equipped with a means to significantly limit the amount of light entering the area, 
(e) in the case of a commercial motor vehicle other than a bus, 
(i) be rectangular in shape, 
(11) be at least 1.9 metres long, 
(iii) be at least 60 centimetres wide, and 
(iv) be at least 60 centimetres high, measured from the top of the sleeping mattress to the highest point of the area; 
(f) be constructed so that there are no impediments to ready entrance to or exit from the area; 
(g) have a direct and readily accessible means of passing from it into the driver’s seat or compartment; 
(h) be protected against leaks and overheating from the vehicle’s exhaust system; 
(i) be equipped to provide adequate heating, cooling and ventilation; 
(j) be reasonably sealed against dust and rain; 


(k) be equipped with a mattress that is at least 10 centimetres thick and adequate bedding so that the occupant can get 
restful sleep; and 


(1) be equipped with a means of preventing ejection of the occupant during deceleration of the commercial motor vehicle, 
the means being designed, installed and maintained to withstand a total force of 2,700 kilograms applied toward the 
front of the vehicle and parallel to the longitudinal axis of the vehicle.

9. (1) After a driver has accumulated 13 hours of driving time from the end of the most recent period of eight or more 
consecutive hours of off-duty time, the driver shall not drive again unless he or she takes at least eight consecutive hours of 
off-duty time. 


(2) After a driver has accumulated 14 hours of on-duty time from the end of the most recent period of eight or more 
consecutive hours of off-duty time, the driver shall not drive again unless he or she takes at least eight consecutive hours of 
off-duty time. 


(3) After 16 hours have elapsed from the end of the most recent period of eight or more consecutive hours of off-duty 
time, the driver shall not drive again unless he or she takes at least eight consecutive hours of off-duty time. 


Exception to mandatory off-duty time — travelling by ferry 


10. (1) A driver travelling for more than five hours by a ferry may meet the mandatory off-duty time requirement of 
section 9 by spending a minimum of eight hours resting in two or more of, 


(a) asleeper berth while waiting at the terminal to board the ferry; 

(b) rest accommodations on the ferry; and 

(c) arest stop that is no more than 25 kilometres from the point of disembarkation from the ferry. 
(2) For the purposes of section 9, 


(a) off-duty time taken under this section is deemed to begin at the start of the last period of off-duty time described in 
subsection (1); and 


(b) the elapsed time referred to in subsection 9 (3) must not include the periods of off-duty time described in subsection 
(1) that precede the start of the last period of off-duty time described in subsection (1). 


(3) The driver shall record the hours spent as described in subsection (1) in the daily log as off-duty time spent in a sleeper 
berth and shall retain the receipts for the crossing and rest accommodation fees as supporting documents. 


Splitting off-duty time 


11. (1) A driver may meet the off-duty time requirement of section 9 in a sequence of sleeper berth periods under 
subsection (2) or (3) until the sequence of sleeper berth periods ends with a period of at least eight consecutive hours of off- 
duty time, if all the sleeper berth periods in the sequence meet the requirements of subsection (2) or (3), as the case may be. 


(2) A driver who is driving a commercial motor vehicle fitted with a sleeper berth may meet the mandatory off-duty time 
requirement of section 9 by accumulating off-duty time in no more than two periods where, 
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(a) neither period of off-duty time is less than two hours; 

(b) the total of the two periods of off-duty time is at least 10 hours; 
(c) the off-duty time is spent resting in the sleeper berth; and 

(d) the driver does not drive again when, 


(i) the total of the driving times before and after each sleeper berth period in a sequence referred to in subsection (1) 
exceeds 13 hours, 


(ii) the total of the on-duty times before and after each sleeper berth period in a sequence referred to in subsection (1) 
exceeds 14 hours, and 


(iii) the total of the elapsed times before and after each sleeper berth period in a sequence referred to in subsection (1) 
exceeds 16 hours. 


(3) Where a team of two or more co-drivers are driving a commercial motor vehicle fitted with a sleeper berth, each driver 
may meet the mandatory off-duty time requirement of section 9, not by accumulating off-duty time as provided by subsection 
(2), but by accumulating off-duty time in no more than two periods where, 


(a) neither period of off-duty time is less than four hours, 

(b) the total of the two periods of off-duty time is at least eight hours; 
(c) the off-duty time is spent resting in the sleeper berth; and 

(d) the driver does not drive again when, 


(i) the total of the driving times before and after each sleeper berth period in a sequence referred to in subsection (1) 
exceeds 13 hours, 


(ii) the total of the on-duty times before and after each sleeper berth period in a sequence referred to in subsection (1) 
exceeds 14 hours, and 


(iii) the total of the elapsed times before and after each sleeper berth period in a sequence referred to in subsection (1) 
exceeds 16 hours. 


(4) For the purpose of subsection (3), each driver must record in the “Remarks” section of the daily log the times when a 
co-driver, other than a co-driver described in subsection 2 (5), enters the commercial motor vehicle. 


CYCLE REQUIREMENTS 


7 or 14-day cycle 


12. (1) An operator shall require that each driver follows either a 7-day or a 14-day cycle, as designated by the operator 
for the driver. 


(2) A driver shall follow the cycle designated for him or her by the operator. 
(3) An operator shall not change a driver’s cycle except as provided by section 14. 


Off-duty requirements 


13. (1) Subject to section 14, a driver shall not drive unless the driver has taken at least 24 consecutive hours of off-duty 
time in the preceding 14 days. 


(2) A driver who is following a 7-day cycle shall not drive again in that cycle after accumulating 70 hours of on-duty time 
during any period of seven days or during the period beginning on the day on which the cycle was reset under section 14, 
whichever is less. 


(3) A driver who is following a 14-day cycle shall not drive again in that cycle after accumulating 120 hours of on-duty 
time during any period of 14 days or during the period beginning on the day on which the cycle was reset under section 14, 
whichever is less. 


(4) A driver who is following a 14-day cycle shall not drive again in that cycle after accumulating 70 hours of on-duty 
time without having taken at least 24 consecutive hours of off-duty time during the period when the 70 hours were 
accumulated. 


Cycle reset — off-duty time 


14. (1) An operator may end a driver’s 7-day cycle and designate a new 7-day or 14-day cycle for the driver if the driver 
takes at least 36 consecutive hours of off-duty time before starting the new cycle. 
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(2) An operator may end a driver’s 14-day cycle and designate a new 14-day or 7-day cycle if the driver takes at least 72 
consecutive hours of off-duty time before starting the new cycle. 


(3) For the purpose of the cycle requirements of this Regulation, a driver’s accumulated hours at the start of each new 
cycle are deemed to be zero and the driver’s hours start to accumulate again at the start of the new cycle. 


ADVERSE DRIVING CONDITIONS 
Increased driving and on-duty times in adverse driving conditions 
15. (1) A driver who encounters adverse driving conditions while driving a commercial motor vehicle may, 


(a) increase the driving time permitted by section 5 by up to two hours and the on-duty time permitted by that section by 
up to two hours and reduce the off-duty time required by subsection 6 (2) by a corresponding amount; and 


(b) increase the driving time permitted by sections 9 and 11 by up to two hours and the on-duty times permitted by those 
sections by up to two hours if the 16 hour elapsed time required by subsection 9 (3) is not exceeded. 


(2) If, as a result of subsection (1), the driver exceeds the on-duty time for the cycle permitted by sections 12 to 14, the 
cycle requirements under those sections must be met by the end of the following day. 


(3) If a driver extends his or her driving or on-duty times under subsection (1), the reason for the extension must be 
entered in the “Remarks” section of the daily log or on the time record required by subsection 18 (3). 


(4) In this section, 
“adverse driving conditions” means significantly impaired driving conditions that were not known, or could not reasonably 
have been known, to a driver or an operator dispatching a driver immediately before the driver began driving. 
RECORD-KEEPING 
Records to be in local time 


16. (1) Time recorded in a driver’s daily log and in the operator’s record required by subsection 18 (3) must be the local 
time at the driver’s home terminal at the start of each cycle. 


(2) The same local time applies for the duration of a driver’s cycle. 
Daily log requirement 


17. (1) Every driver shall keep a daily log each day that accounts for all of the driver’s on-duty time and off-duty time for 
that day in accordance with this Regulation. 


(2) An operator shall require every driver to keep a daily log in accordance with this Regulation. 
Exception to daily log requirement 
18. (1) A driver is not required to keep a daily log for a day if the driver, 


(a) on the operator’s instructions, drives a commercial motor vehicle solely within a radius of 160 kilometres of the 
location at which the driver starts the day; and 


(b) returns at the end of the day to the same location from which he or she started. 
(2) Subsection (1) does not apply to a driver who is driving under a permit issued under section 191 of the Act. 


(3) Ifa driver is not required to keep a daily log for a day pursuant to subsection (1), the operator shall keep a record for 
the day showing, 


(a) the date, the driver’s name and the location at which the driver starts and ends the day; 
(b) the cycle that the driver is following; 
(c) the hour at which each duty status starts and ends and the total number of hours spent in each duty status; and 


(d) the number of hours of on-duty time and the number of hours of off-duty time, within the meaning of this Regulation, 
that the driver accumulated each day during the 14 days immediately before the start of the day, for which the driver 
was exempt from this Regulation and not required to keep a daily log. 


_ (4) For the purpose of clause (3) (c), if the driver is on duty within a municipality such that a number of periods of driving 
time are interrupted by a number of periods of other on-duty time of less than one hour each, the periods of driving time may 
be combined and the periods of other on-duty time may be combined. 


Contents of daily log 


19. (1) A driver shall, at the start of each day, enter the following information in the daily log: 
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. The driver’s name. 

. The date. 

. The name of the driver’s co-drivers, if any. 

. The start time of the day being recorded, if the day does not start at midnight. 
. The cycle that the driver is following. 


The odometer reading, at the start of the day, of the commercial motor vehicle to be operated by the driver. 


The number of hours of on-duty time and the number of hours of off-duty time, within the meaning of this Regulation, 
that the driver accumulated each day during the 14 days immediately before the start of the day, for which the driver 
was exempt from this Regulation and not required to keep a daily log, recorded in the “Remarks” section of the daily 
log. 


8. The number plate of each commercial motor vehicle to be driven and each trailer to be drawn by the driver on the day. 
9. The name of the operator for whom the driver is to drive during the day. 


10. The addresses of the driver’s home terminal and of the principal place of business of the operator for whom the driver 
is to drive during the day. 


(2) A driver shail, over the course of each day, enter the following information in the daily log: 

1. The start and end times for each duty status during the day. 

2. Each city, town, village or highway location and the province or state where the driver’s duty status changes. 
(3) A driver shall, at the end of each day, enter the following information in the daily log: 

1. The total time spent in each duty status during the day. 

2. The odometer reading at the end of the day. 

3. The total distance driven by the driver. 


(4) A driver is not required to record the information described in paragraph 7 of subsection (1) for any day for which the 
driver carries copies of the records required to be kept by the operator under subsection 18 (3). 


(5) If the driver is on duty within a municipality such that a number of periods of driving time are interrupted by a number 
of periods of other on-duty time of less than one hour each, 


(a) instead of recording the information described in paragraph | of subsection (2), the periods of driving time may be 
combined and the periods of other on-duty time may be combined; 


(b) the driver is not required to record the information described in paragraph 2 of subsection (2) with respect to the 
periods that have been combined under clause (a); and 


(c) the driver shall enter on the graph grid of Form | the municipality in which he or she is on duty. 
Handwritten daily log 
20. (1) If the daily log is handwritten, the entries required by section 19 must be made legibly. 


(2) If the daily log is handwritten, the driver shall sign each page at the end of the day, attesting to the accuracy of the 
information recorded on it. 


(3) A handwritten daily log must include a duty status graph grid in Form 1. 


Computer-generated daily log 


21. (1) A driver may make a daily log by entering all the information required by section 19 into a computer at the start 
of, over the course of and at the end of the day as required by that section. 


(2) If a driver uses a computer to make the daily log, the computer must be capable of printing the daily log in an 
understandable format and the driver must be able to prepare a handwritten daily log from the information recorded in the 
computer. 


(3) If a driver prints a daily log from the computer or prepares a handwritten daily log from the information stored in the 
computer, he or she shall date and sign each page, attesting to the accuracy of the information recorded on it. 


(4) A daily log printed from the computer shall include a duty status graph grid in Form 1. 


(5) For greater certainty, the information stored in the computer is itself a daily log for the purposes of this Regulation. 
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Recording device-generated daily log 
22. (1) A driver may make a daily log by using a recording device installed in a commercial motor vehicle, if the device, 
(a) automatically records time and movement for the vehicle; 


(b) automatically records and indicates the number of times it is disconnected and keeps a record of the time and date of 
these occurrences; 


(c) keeps track of and records the total on-duty time remaining in the driver’s cycle and the total on-duty time 
accumulated in the driver’s cycle; 


(d) stores all the information required to be kept under section 19, as well as the information required to be recorded by 
clauses (a), (b) and (c); and 


(e) can display the stored information in a readable and understandable format on demand. 
(2) The recording device may be an electric, electronic, telematic or other device. 


(3) Ifa driver uses a recording device to make a daily log, the driver shall enter into the device all the information required 
by section 19, at the start of, over the course of and at the end of the day as required by that section, that is not automatically 
recorded and stored by the device. 


(4) If a driver uses a recording device to make the daily log, the device must be capable of printing the daily log in an 
understandable format or the driver must be able to prepare a handwritten daily log from the information stored in the device. 


(5) Ifa driver prints a daily log from the recording device or prepares a handwritten daily log from the information stored 
in the device, he or she shall date and sign each page, attesting to the accuracy of the information recorded on it. 


(6) A handwritten daily log generated from the information stored in a recording device must include a duty status graph 
grid in Form 1. 


(7) For greater certainty, the information stored in the recording device is itself a daily log for the purposes of this 
Regulation. 


Required to carry and surrender daily logs and supporting documents 
23. (1) A driver who is required to keep a daily log shall not drive unless the driver has in his or her possession, 
(a) a copy of the daily logs or a copy of the record required to be kept under subsection 18 (3), for the preceding 14 days; 


(b) the daily log for the current day, completed up to the time at which the last change in the driver’s duty status occurred; 
and 


(c) any supporting documents. 


(2) A driver shall forthwith surrender the documents referred to in subsection (1) for inspection upon the demand of an 
inspector. 


(3) Ifa driver is using a recording device to make a daily log or did use a recording device to make a daily log for any of 
the preceding 14 days, the driver shall, 


(a) forthwith surrender, upon demand of an inspector, a printed or handwritten daily log generated from the information 
stored in the device for each of such days; and 


(b) show, upon demand of an inspector, 
(i) areadable display from the device of the required information stored in the device for each of such days, and 


(ii) a readable display from the device indicating that it has not been disconnected during any of the previous 14 days 
that it has been used to make a daily log. 


(4) An operator shall not request, require or allow a driver to drive in contravention of subsection (1). 
Documents forwarded to operator 


24. (1) A driver shall, within 20 days after completing a daily log, forward the original daily log and supporting 
documents to a place of business of the operator. 


(2) An operator shall ensure that every driver complies with subsection (1). 
Retention of documents by operator 


25. (1) An operator shall, 
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(a) deposit each daily log and its supporting documents at its principal place of business within 30 days after receiving 
them; and 


(b) keep, for at least six months, at its principal place of business, 
(i) all the daily logs and supporting documents for each driver, in chronological order, 
(ii) the records required by subsection 18 (3) in respect of each driver, and 
(111) the records required by section 28. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), where any of the documents described in that subsection are in an electronic, digital or other 
form other than handwritten or printed form, the operator may retain them at a place where they can be readily accessed by 
the operator from the operator’s principal place of business in a format, 


(a) that can produce a readable and understandable display of the information; and 
(b) from which a printed or handwritten version of the information can be produced. 
Daily log requirements — driver works for multiple operators 
26. (1) Where a driver works for more than one operator in a day, the driver shall, 
(a) enter in the daily log the name of each operator and the address of the principal place of business of each operator, 
(b) designate in the daily log one operator as the principal operator; and 
(c) for the purpose of subsection 24 (1), 


(i) forward the original daily log to a place of business of the principal operator and a copy of the daily log to a place 
of business of each of the other operators, and 


(ii) forward the supporting documents to a place of business of the operator to whom it relates. 


(2) For the purpose of section 4, the designation of the hour at which a driver’s day starts shall be made by the principal 
operator. 


(3) For the purpose of subsection 12 (1), the designation of a 7-day or 14-day cycle shall be made by the principal 
operator. 


(4) Section 18 does not apply where a driver works for more than one operator in a day. 
Integrity of daily logs 


27. (1) No person shall enter inaccurate information in a daily log or falsify, mutilate or deface a daily log or any 
supporting documents. 


(2) An operator shall not request, require or allow a driver to contravene this section. 


Operators to monitor drivers’ compliance 


28. (1) An operator shall monitor each driver’s compliance with this Regulation. 


(2) If an operator determines that a driver has failed to comply with any provision of this Regulation, the operator shall 
record the details of the non-compliance and of the remedial action taken by the operator in response to it. 


REVOCATION AND COMMENCEMENT 
Revocation 


29. Ontario Regulation 4/93 is revoked. 


Commencement 


30. This Regulation comes into force on the later of January 1, 2007 and the day this Regulation is filed.

(4) Where the circumstances described in subsection (3) exist, the executive officer may, in the executive officer’s sole 
discretion, negotiate an agreement in respect of the product with the manufacturer for any drug benefit price, but in no case 
may the interchangeable product be priced higher than the original product. 


(5) For greater certainty, where the executive officer and the manufacturer cannot agree as to a drug benefit price under 
subsection (4), the executive officer shall not list the drug product. 


3. (1) Paragraph 4 of subsection 8 (1) of the Regulation is amended by striking out “paragraph 5” and substituting 
“paragraphs 5 and 5.1”. 


(2) Subsection 8 (1) of the Regulation is amended by adding the following paragraph:

1. Payments from manufacturers to operators of pharmacies, or companies that own, operate or franchise pharmacies, 
including their directors, officers, employees or agents, in the form of a professional allowance must be used only for 
any or all of the activities set out in paragraphs | to 8 of the definition of “professional allowance” in subsection 2 (1) 
of the regulation. 


(2) Paragraph 1 under the heading “Use of Professional Allowances” and subheading “Professional allowances may 
never be used for:” in Schedule 1 to the Regulation is revoked and the following substituted: 
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1. Advertising or promotional materials, such as store flyers, except in association with clinic days, education days, 
disease management and prevention initiatives and clinical pharmacy services mentioned in paragraphs 3, 4, 6 and 8 of 
the definition of “professional allowance” in subsection 2 (1) of the regulation. 


(3) Paragraph 6 under the heading “Use of Professional Allowances” and subheading “Professional allowances may 
never be used for:” in Schedule 1 to the Regulation is revoked. 


(4) Paragraph 13 under the heading “Use of Professional Allowances” and subheading “Professional allowances 
may never be used for:” in Schedule | to the Regulation is amended by adding “except as directly related to a private 
counselling area mentioned in paragraph 7 of the definition of “professional allowance” in subsection 2 (1) of the 
regulation” at the end.
